Two Palestinian teenagers werrf 
killed by Palestinian policemen dur¬ 
ing fierce clashes in the south Gaza 
Strip town of Rafab yesterday, after 
a Palestinian Authority security 
court sentenced a Hamas activist to 
death fa* the murder of a security 
officer. 

The court sentenced Hamas 
activist and former security agent 
Raed Attar. 25, ip death by firing 
squad, while Mohammed Abu 
Shamaleh, 25, got life imprisonment 
with bard labor, and Osama Abu 
Thha, 24, received 15 years' hard 
fetor for the murder of Preventive 
Security Service Col. Rifa’at Judeh 
on February 1. 

The court said that the three, also 
wanted by Israel, are members of 
the Hamas military wing, Izzadin 
Kassaxn. Israel says they planned 
attacks in Israeband were responsi¬ 
ble for the murder of IDF LL Guy 
• Owdiw<in»fiMmifivg yrireago,—— 


As Attar was led out of the court¬ 
room, be called out “This proves to 
all of you that there is no justice in 
Palestine." 

Outside fee courtroom members 
of Attar's family wept at the verdict 
and shouted "We want justice!" and 
“We will not allow this sentence to 
pass!" Family members marched to 
Judeh’s home and threw stones and 
bottles. The angry crowd set fire to 
tires near police headquarters and 
threw stones and bottles. 

There were reports that armed 
Hamas members were among the 
rioters. The' incidents mostly 
involved members of the influential 
Judeh and Attar families serving in 
different security branches. 

Mohammed Judeh, brother of the 
victim, said the family was pleased

with the sentence, and issued a chill¬ 
ing warning to the Attars. Hf they 
turn this into a clan vendetta, then 
we will be more than happy to make 
it into that." 

The unrest forced Palestinian 
Authority Chairman Yasser Arafat 
to cut short his visit with Jordan's 
King Abdullah II in Amman and 
rearm to Gaza. 

The two teenagers, Ala Hams, 17, 
and Hamis Salameh, 18. were killed 
and at least 10 were wounded by 
live ammunition used by Palestinian 
police to disperse the rioters. 

At a press conference in Gaza last 


night, Palestinian Police Gen. Ghazi 
Jabali charged that IDF soldiers 
were responsible far the deaths of 
the two Palestinian teenagers and 
the wounding of six during the 
clashes. IDF sources denied the 
claims and said that no shots were 
fired by its troops in the area. 

Hundreds of mourners carrying 
black flags accompanied Hams 
and Salameh, who was reportedly 
buried hours later. Last night 
police imposed a curfew in Rafah 
and set up roadblocks' near the 
police station. 

David Bar-Ill an. communications 


adviser to the prime minister, said 
Anar and the two others were on a 
wanted list that Israel gave the PA 
after die July 1994 killing of Ovadia. 
“It was only when he killed a 
Palestinian officer that he was 
brought to trial and sentenced to 
death." Bar-Ilian said, adding “that 
is not a happy indication for us, that 
the murder of Jews is not cause for 
punishment but for promotion." 

It was not clear when the death 
sentence is to be carried out. 
Another death sentence handed 
down last month against a 
Palestinian colonel convicted of 


child-rape was carried out within 
hours. 

The Palestinian Human Rights 
Monitoring Group called on Arafat 
not to uphold the death sentence, 
stating that the trial was unfair and 
the Palestinian Legislative Council 
has not yet approved a law that 
allows execution. Hamas spiritual 
leader Sheikh Ahmed Yassin 
charged that the verdict was unfair. 
“I hope the president [Arafat] will 
make a just decision (hat will pre¬ 
vent a crisis," he said.

Mordechai attacks Barak for first time 


In an apparent attempt to bypass 
the law that ensures the right of 
non-Orthodox members to sit on 
religious councils. Religious 
Affairs Minister Eli Suissa yester¬ 
day suspended the Jerusalem 
Religious Council and named its 
head as caretaker. 

It is believed to be the first time 
ever that a religious council has 
been suspended. 

Rabbi Avner Amar, senior advis¬ 
er to Suissa. announced the latest 
development last night when he 
appeared. 25 minutes late, after the 
council failed to convene for the 
fourth consecutive time. 

“As of this past Sunday, Rabbi 
Yitzhak Ralbag, head of the reli¬ 
gious council, is appointed care¬ 
taker,'' Amar announced in 
Suissa's name. “He'll be unable to 
fire workers or to introduce new 
workers, but he'll be responsible 


for the day to day functioning of 
the council, io everything connect¬ 
ed to iL This order will stand until 
the members of the council con¬ 
vene of theiT own volition." 

Amar did not explain why he 
sent invitations to the meeting to 
members of the council on Sunday, 
the same day Suissa issued his 
order suspending the council. 

“We will not take this sitting 
down," said Rabbi Uri Regev, 
executive director of the Israel 
Religious Action Center, wbo had 
complained to Attorney-General 
Elyakim Rubinstein that Suissa 
was not fulfilling his mandate 
under the law. 

“We will challenge the legality 
of attempting to circumvent both 
the law and the court rulings, and 
prevent die participation of duly 
appointed members in the coun¬ 
cils. We expect to obtain the offi¬ 
cial order that the minister signed, 
and upon receiving it. probably 


within a day or two. we'll petition 
the High Court of Justice again. As 
much as we do not like to see that 
happening, as much as we do not 
like to drag the coun into it again. 
I'm afraid that there may be no 
choice.” 

The law states that the minister 
has the authority to appoint some¬ 
one if the council does not function 
id one specific matter, which is 
how Suissa is interpreting the situ¬ 
ation. Secondly, the law says that if 
the council does not function alto¬ 
gether - the interpretation of the 
Conservative and Reform mem¬ 
bers of the council - then the min¬ 
ister must appoint an inquiry com¬ 
mittee to investigate the state of the 
council. A member of the 
Attorney-General's Office must be 
appointed to that inquiry commit¬ 
tee. 

“This is an exercise in undermin¬ 
ing their own laws," said Rabbi 
Naamah Kelman. the Reform 


member of the council. 
“Obviously they're hurting - 
monies aren’t being allocated for 
salaries, so this will be a way to get 
the monies moving. Bui what 
we’re saying is that it seems outra¬ 
geous to us that Ralbag. who has 
actively and flagrantly gone 
against the law. against govern¬ 
ment - he should be the one 
appointed? This is once again a fla¬ 
grant spitting in the face of democ¬ 
racy." 

Rabbi Ehud Bandel. the 
Conservative member of the coun¬ 
cil. called the injunction “a dis¬ 
grace" and said he was saddened 
by the turn of events, “because I 
had hoped that we could meet and 
work together. I know that there 
are Orthodox members of this 
council who are upset about this 
thing, but unfortunately they sur¬ 
rendered to the pressure from an 
extreme minority. It’s sad, because 
I think Jerusalem deserves better."

Mordechai, who promised that, 
the formal party platform will be 
presented within 10. days and the 
party list within a week, gave a pre¬ 
view of foe platform when be ran 
off a large list of principles the party 
has comnutted.itself to. 

In foe -diplomatic arena, 
Mordechai said foe party would 
work to promote the peace process 
and implement thelUfye agreement, 
as wefl as strengthen relations with 
Egypt and Jordan. He said be 
intends to call on Syria to return to 
the negotiating .table, and call on 


Lebanon to take on responsibility 
for security in south Lebanon. 

“I suggest that we get the IDF out 
of Lebanon and transfer security 
responsibility to foe Lebanese 
Army. I do not think we should tty 
and find hew tactical solutions to 
Lebanon, but rather go for a strate¬ 
gic decision which is the only way 
to change the situation." said 
Mordechai. He also said that 
Jerusalem would remain Israel's 
eternal, united capital. 

Mordechai then touched upon a 
slew of social and economic issues, 
saying that he would work on nar¬ 
rowing gaps between the people - 
be they between secular and 
Orthodox, men and women, 
Sepbaradim and Ashkenazim, new 
immigrants and veteran citizens, 
Arabs and Jews. 


Schools start late today as teachers protest stalled wage talks

Gasses are to begin two hours 
late today, at 10 a.m., as pan of 
sanctions being taken by the 
Hlstadrut Teachers Union to press 
demands for a new wage agree¬ 
ment. The strike excludes 12th 
grade and special education classes. 

Secondary School Teachers 
Association teachers will be work¬ 
ing as usual, but foe strike is still 
expected to affect most of the edu¬ 
cational system. 

“We cannot accept a situation in 
which a teacher in Israel with an 
academic degree earns NIS 3,700 
gross in his third year of teaching,’’ 
union secretary-general Avraham 
Ben-Shabbat said yesterday after an 
emergency meeting of union offi¬ 
cials in Td Aviv. 


Ben-Shabbat said Treasury offi¬ 
cials’ accusations that the teachers 
are simply trying to exploit foe elec¬ 
tions for financial gain will not keep 
them from pressing their just 
demands, aimed at saving the edu¬ 
cational system and improving 
teachers' standing. 

"The teachers are foe heart of foe 
Israeli educational system. If we 
continue to insult them with low 
wages and ignore their warnings 
about overcrowded classrooms, foe 
effect that cutbacks have had on 
educational achievements and foe 
physical conditions of foe schools, 
we will be abandoning our chii- 
drenT he added. 

Union officials said they had tired 
of hearing Treasury officials belittle 
foe problem. 

Meanwhile, Secondary Schools 


Teachers Association Chairman 
Ran Erez and his staff yesterday 
sent urgent telegrams to Prime 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu, 
Education Minister Yitzhak Levy, 
and Finance Minister Meir SheerriL. 
calling on them to hold an emer¬ 
gency meeting to discuss foe educa¬ 
tion system and foe status of teach¬ 
ers in Israel. 

In the telegram to Netanyahu, 
issued after a late-night gathering 
by Erez and his staff to discuss foe 
stalled wage negotiations, Erez 
wrote that the future of the educa¬ 
tion system “is in foe balance" and 
that “immediately with foe resump¬ 
tion of negotiations on a new wage 
agreement for 1999, we became 
aware of the government represen¬ 
tatives’ lack of awareness and 
understanding regarding the impor¬ 


tance of the educational system and 
its advancement. 

“At this very time, when the pub¬ 
lic is required to make decisive 
decisions regarding foe foie of the 
nation, we must all underscore foe 
importance of education as being 
our top national priority... We don’t 
plan on simply accepting foe empty 
slogans being used by foe various 
candidates who state the impor¬ 
tance of education." Erez said. “We 
want specific plans and clear com¬ 
mitments to advance education and 
the status of teachers in Israel." 

Besides foe telegram, association 
members plan on sending faxes, let¬ 
ters, and making phone calls to can¬ 
didates in the upcoming elections 
and confronting politicians on these 
issues during campaign appear¬ 
ances.

The Tel Aviv District Court is expected to rule today in the trial 
of Yehuda Oil, a former Mossad asent suspected of submitting 
false reports on about Syria. Gil, who worked as a full-time 
Mossad agent from 1970 until 1989 and worked for the agency 
part-time alter retiring until his arrest in November 1997, was 
charged with espionage, conveying information with the intent of 
harming state security, theft by a public servant and fraudulently 
receiving money under aggravated circumstances.

Abdullah urges Arafat to postpone declaration 

Jordan's King Abdullah H urged Palestinian Authority Chairman 
Yasser Arafat in Amman yesterday not to declare a state on May 
4, an Arafat aide said. The king told Arafat “it would preferable to 
delay the declaration" said Arafat’s representative in Jordan. 

Omar Kharib. Arafat returned to Gaza without speaking to 
reporters. Abbas Zaki. a hawkish Arafat supporter, told a seminar 
in Jordan the Palestinians were assessing European and Arab 
advice that a May 4 proclamation would boost the Israeli Right in 
elections. He added that the Palestinians had promises of recogni¬ 
tion from 114 countries. AP 

Walker: US to press for peace after elections 

The United States intends to move forward with the peace 
process “aggressively" after the May elections, US Ambassador to 
Israel Edward Walker said yesterday. Speaking at a meeting of the 
Israeli-Palestinian media forum in Jerusalem’s American Colony 
Hotel, Walker said the US saw an opportunity after the elections 
to move ahead rapidly with the peace process and final-status 
negotiations. The ambassador said the US opposed a May 4 uni¬ 
lateral declaration of independence by the Palestinians because the 
peace process is predicated on mutuality, and a negotiated out¬ 
come of all final-status issues.

Arens to reorganize helicopter command 

Defense Minister Moshe Arens has pushed through a reform of 
helicopter command in the Air Force and last night approved a pro¬ 
posal to form a chopper corps. The proposals, which were also 
accepted by the Chief of General Staff LL-Gen. Shaul Mofaz, 
would allow there to be a supreme commander pertaining to heli¬ 
copter matters in the LAF. Arens has said he wants to see a better 
integration between helicopters and ground forces. The head of the 
helicopter corps would now be directly subordinate to the bead of 
the Air Force instead of the head of the 1AF air arm. The helicopter 
fleet commander will also set up a small staff which will deal with 
the changing chopper doctrine and training.

Police recommend charging Amman guard 

Police yesterday recommended that a security officer who fatally 
wounded security guard Sorek Geffen in a shooting accident two 
weeks ago at the Israeli Embassy in Amman should be charged 
with negligent manslaughter. After completing their investigation, 
police handed their recommendations to the Jerusalem district 
prosecutor, who will decide whether to press charges. The shoot¬ 
ing occurred while security guards conducted a training exercise at 
the embassy. The wounded Geffen was flown back to Israel, where 
he died in hospital.

Nuclear material on flight to Israel lost 

South Africa’s Atomic Energy Corporation is reviewing security 
procedures after a container of radioactive material went missing 
at Johannesburg’s airport, a spokeswoman said yesterday. 

The 89 kg container, which holds a medical isotope called 
molybdenum-99, was booked to be flown by German carrier 
Lufthansa Cargo to Israel but disappeared at the airport 
An international search is going on to try to recover the contain¬ 
er, lost on March 2 and believed to have been snatched by thieves 
who might have been unaware of its contents. The isotope, used for 
medical diagnosis, has no military applications and the radiation 
danger is slight said AEC spokeswoman Lola Patrick. Reuters

Congress 
to oppose 
unilateral 
PA state

WASHINGTON - The House 
and Senate are poised to pass reso¬ 
lutions calling on President Bill 
Clinton to oppose a unilateral dec¬ 
laration of statehood by Palestinian 
Authority Chairman Yasser Arafat' 

Ninety-five of the 100 Senators 
are prepared to approve the mea¬ 
sure, while more than 250 of the 
435 members of the House of 
Representatives have signed on as 
co-sponsors. 

The House international relations 
committee was scheduled to con¬ 
sider the resolution late yesterday, 
with the full House voting on it 
next week. The Senate is tikely to 
vote today. 

The resolution, which is not bind¬ 
ing, expresses Congress's opposi¬ 
tion to a possible statehood declara¬ 
tion and urges Clinton “to continue 
to assert clearly US opposition to 
such a unilateral declaration of 
statehood.” 

That portion was amended in a 
meeting yesterday at the request of 
Democratic Senator Gary 
Ackerman after committee mem¬ 
bers were persuaded that Clinton 
has been speaking out against a 
statehood declaration, congression¬ 
al sources stated. The original lan¬ 
guage called on Clinton “to assert 
dearly” his opposition. 

But die originator of the resolu¬ 
tion, Matt Salmon, is said to be : 
fuming over the behavior of a fol¬ 
low Republican, Tom Campbell, 
for raising a procedural motion to 
block the committee's passage of 
the resolution yesterday morning. 

During the deliberations. 
Campbell - whom a Salmon aide 
later termed “probably Yasser 
ArafaL’s number-one fan in the US 
Congress” - urged that the resolu¬ 
tion be delayed until after the 
Israeli election out of a concern that 
its passage would help Prime 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu. 

The Salmon aide said that, on the 
contrary, it is Arafat's declaring a 
state that could assist Netanyahu in 
the election. 

Campbell's effort was defeated 
But when the resolution came to a 
vote. Campbell invoked a quorum 
call, and since one member was 
not present the vote could not take 
place. 

“To resort to such procedural 
gimmicks is atrocious." Salmon's 
aide said. It's an inappropriate way 
to deal with this. Tom Campbell 
made his case - a pathetic case - 
that 1 don't think was accepted by 
any of his colleagues.'' Campbell 
was unavailable for comment 


his Israeli counterpart Moshe 
Arens and top defense officials. 
On the agenda is the funding for a 
third Arrow 2 anti-ballistic missile 
battery.

US officials said that Cohen is 
not expected to meet with Prime 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu, 
nor with Labor Party leader Ehud 
Barak or former defense minister 
and Center Party leader Yitzhak 
Mordechai, with whom he devel¬ 
oped warm relations over the past 
two years, so as not to appear to be 
getting involved with internal 
Israeli politics. 

Cohen comes to Israel from 
Egypt, where he arrived from 
Jordan yesterday. He is scheduled 
to hold talks with Egyptian 


President Hosni Mubarak this 
morning, before flying to Israel. ^ 

Yesterday he met with Jordans 
King Abdullah H for 90-minutes at 
Amman's Raghadan Palace. After 
lunch, Cohen laid a. wreath at foe 
grave of King Hussein, who died 
February?. 

On aid to Jordan, Cohen said the 
United Stales is moving forward 
with an economic package of; 
some $300 million. A senior US 
defense official; who spoke on 
condition cff anonymity, said 
roughly two thirds - some $220 
million - of the package would go 
toward Jordan's armed forces. 

Earlier yesterday, Cohen held 


talks in Kuwait with defense offi¬ 
cials and the emir. Sheikh Jaber ai- 
Ahmed al-Sabah. The defense sec¬ 
retary agreed to help Gulf state, 
erect a shared early waming.sys- 
tem that would warn them abbot- 
missiles fired from Iraq or Iran. 

Cohen told reporters in Amman 
that the US firmly believes that: 
“the Iraqi people will not enjoy the 
benefits and fruits of peace and 
prosperity until such time^when 
there is a change m regime." 

“It’s up to each country to 
express its own opinion about 
that," he added, '

Egypt, Israel differ on depth of peace

_ Twenty years after making peace, Egypt and 
Israel are using different thermoroereis to gauge 
the temperature of their relations. - 

This became apparent during a gathering yes¬ 
terday at Beit Hanassi organized by the Israel 
Council on Foreign Relations, when two 
Egyptian speakers, Salah Bassiouny, president of 
the Egyptian Peace Movement and Abd el- 
Monern Said, director of Al Ahram Institute for 
Strategic Studies, sought to expunge the term 
“Cold peace" from the Egyptian-Israeli vocabu¬ 
lary. 

But the Israeli speakers. President Ezer 
Weizman and former ambassador to Egypt 
Shimon Shamir, said relations could definitely 
be warmer than they are. 

The temperature difference reflects the mixed 
feelings about the peace treaty on both sides. On 
the one hand, there is satisfaction that it has held 
its own through trials and crises. But Egypt's 
hopes for a comprehensive Arab-Israeli peace 
have gone unrealized, while Israel's aspirations 
for a broad fabric of relations with Cairo now 
appear beyond reach, if not conception. 

Bassiouny. a former ambassador to the Soviet 


Union, said that while the term cold peace is 
used commonly, it is inaccurate. “If you look 
deeper you wxfl find that relations between 
Egypt and Israel are much more normal than the' 
relations*^ Egypt with iflany of (fie-countries 
with'whom >ve have diplomatic relations.” ' ; 

In a bid to rebut criticism that Egypt is not 
doing its best to promote mtercultural rela¬ 
tions, Bassiouny said: “Are you [Israelis] real¬ 
ly going ahead among your public opinion to 
solve tiie Palestinian question? Do you accept 
imercultural exchange between you and your 
Arab neighbors?" In Said's view, relations dur¬ 
ing the 1980s were marred by tbe Israeli inva¬ 
sion of Lebanon, the Taba dispute, and the 
intifada, but “wanned up beyond all the known 
standards of the Middle East” after the Madrid 
Conference was held in 1991. 

From 1991-96, Egyptian-Israeli trade account¬ 
ed for 8-10 percent of total Egyptian trade, he 
said. In 1995,30,000 Egyptians visited Israel, the 
largest number of visitors to any Middle East 
country other than for work or pilgrimage, he 
added. To buttress his argument, be also cited 
statistics showing that in 1996 there woe 1.039 
instances of Egyptian-Israeli mixed marriages, 
more than with any other country in the region^ 


S hamir noted that the treaty has been very suc¬ 
cessful in keeping peace between the two coun¬ 
tries, but, he said, the relationship is; actually 
'“more problematic" than Bassiouny and Said 
: indicated.' .

Weizman, who has been involved in Egyptian- 
Israeli relations since president Anwar Sadal's 
visit to Jerusalem in 1977, Warned the “cold 
peace” on the absence of a resolution of the 
Palestinian issue. 

“If there is a bit of a cold peace - arid I think 
it's not as warm as it should be—it is because the 
Palestinian problem has not yet been solved,” be 
said. “I'm sure it will be, arid die.relationship 
with Egypt will be back at what it should be."

Right-wing nationalist bloc may be finalized soon

Shutamit Atari founds pro-Meretz group 

.Almost three years after she retired from politics, former Meretz 
leader Shulamit Aloni is back - at the head of a new group called 
Citizen Supporters of Meretz. 

“I want to build a society based on law and justice. The only party 
that will fight for this is Meretz.” Aloni declared yesterday during a 
press conference in Tel Aviv to announce the new group, which she 
will be leading along with author Amos Oz. former Arts and Culture 
Administration head Yossi Frost and actress Irina Selezninva. She 
added: “All the sensible people in this county should support Meretz.” 

Aloni also came out strongly against the haredi attacks on the court 
system, reading passages from from the Torah and from Rashi that say 
judges and their decisions must be honored. Hie group plans to orga¬ 
nize parlor meetings and larger events and put out ads supporting 
Meretz. Aloni, who often had bitter disputes with her successor as 
party head. MK Yossi Sarid. said that she had not discussed the deci¬ 
sion with him. However, the group was formed with Meretz’s support 
and Sarid released a statement yesterday saying he is “very satisfied” 
that Aloni and Oz are heading the group- “[They] are people of great 
importance to Meretz and to the Israeli Left in general and their con¬ 
tribution is unique and crucial.” he said. 

Meretz must concentrate on defeating Prime Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu, he added, and not look backward. Oz said yesterday that 
heading the group is not a step toward entering politics, though Aloni 
said she would support him were he to head the party. 

“If the novelists go into politics, the politicians might start writing 
novels” he responded.

We are for the Likud, and what 
Levy is trying to hoodwink us, and 
confuse all logic, tell us thar one 
plus one is three. But we are not 
idiots.” 

“Are you men here from the 
bride’s side, or the groom’s?” 
asked Likud activist Meir Peretz, 
sauntering up to the cafe group. 


“Neither,” replied Lizmi and 
Malha in unison.

Following in the footsteps of his 
former boss Prime Minister 
Binyamin Netanyahu, Yisrael

leading members of the party. 
Asked if he'd come to steal votes 
from the Likud and Netanyahu, he 
said: “I’ve come to represent my 
party and I also plan to strengthen 
the prime minister. I don't hide the 
fact that we will support 
Netanyahu for prime minister, and 
I think that for Netanyahu to be 
strong, you need a strong Yisrael 
Beitenu and a strong Yvette.” He 
predicted his party would “not get 
any less than eight or nine seats.” 

Lieberman refused to divulge 
just who would be where on his 
party’s KsL “We’ve said all along 
that we will only reveal this begin¬ 
ning on March 15 or 16.” he said. 
He insisted that the ethnic back¬ 
ground of potential candidates 
would not influence their position 
on the lisL “Anyone who's good 
will be on the list,” he said. 

Asked about the State 
Comptroller's report on the 
Tze’elim 2 incident, Lieberman - 
cleared earlier this week of 
charges pending against himself- 
said: “I've only heard what’s been 
on the radio, so it would be irre¬ 
sponsible to respond to what’s 




been leaked so far. But I congrat¬ 
ulate anyone who has been found 
innocent. People have to under¬ 
stand that even politicians are 
people before they are politi¬ 
cians.” 

Lieberman said Justice Minister 
Tzahi Hanegbi “doesn’t need my 
advice” regarding whether to apol¬ 
ogize to Barak or not. “He's a 
senior minister, and he'll know 
what to do.” 

Commenting on the upcoming 
verdict in the trial of Shas leader 
Aryeh Deri. Lieberman said: “1 
hope and pray with all my heart 
that Aryeh will emerge innocent I 
want everyone to remember: 
Aryeh Deri is the nicest person in 


Israeli politics.” he said. 

Walking past posters featuring 
his picture and the slogan: “His 
word is his word.” Lieberman. 
without his usual tie and jacket 
stressed the “strong Lieberman 
equals strong Bibi” message dur¬ 
ing his tour, one that sold almost 
as well as the spring watermelons 
being snatched off one counter 
where he stopped. 

“I've been coming here for 20 
years. Lieberman. former director- 
general of Netanyahu's office, said 
just before biting into a slice of the 
red stuff. 

While many stall owners took 
time out to shake his hand, or to 
urge him to “be strong, be strong.” 


most of the shouts of “Lieberman! 
Lieberman!” came from his own 
campaign staff as they walked 
with him. The mass support 
Netanyahu drew on his visit was 
lacking. 

Indeed. Eliezer. a vegetable 
dealer at the entrance to the 
Agrippas side of the shuk. said: 
“I’m not excited by him. He looks 
like a hooligan to me. He says 
what others are forbidden to say. 
But I’m disappointed with all of 
them.”

WASHINGTON - In a highly unusual 
move, ministers of Israel and Uzbekistan are 
to hold joint appearances when they come to 
Washington next week. 

The visit of Industry and Trade Minister 
Natan Sharansky and Uzbek Foreign 
Minister Abdulaziz Kamilov is believed to be 
the first of its kind since prime minister 
Yitzhak Rabin and Jordan’s King Hussein 
came here in July 1994 to sign the 
Washington Declaration and address both 
houses of Congress. Arab and Israeli leatters 
have since come here for summits and to sign 
agreements, but have not embarked on a joint 
advocacy campaign. 

The ministers will hold discussions next 
Monday and Tuesday with House 
International Relations Committee chairman 
Benjamin Gilman, Senate Near Eastern and 
South Asian Subcommittee chairman Sam 
Brownback and Senate International 
Economic Policy Subcommittee chairman 
Chuck Hagel. They were still trying to final¬ 
ize meetings with National Security Advisor 
Sandy Berger and Assistant Secretary of 
State for Near Eastern Affairs Martin Indyk, 
among other administration officials. 


Sharansky and Kamilov will also address 
representatives of several Jewish organiza¬ 
tions. They were hoping to brief the 
Washington Institute for Near East Policy, 
but the think tank decided against it and will 
hear from only Sharansky. 

The joint appearances are an outgrowth of 
President Islam Karimov's visit to Israel last 
autumn. During a meeting with Prime 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu, Karimov 
sought Israel's help in strengthening ties with 
Washington, and Netanyahu agreed on the 
spot, appointing Sharansky; who also panic/- - 
pated in the session, to facilitate the 
approach. 

Next week's events "contribute to our rela¬ 
tions with Uzbekistan,'' Shrauel Merom, 
director of the Foreign Ministry's 
Department of the Commonwealth of 
Independent Stares, said yesterday. 

“If we help others, it helps us. What they 
want is to open doors in the US... and assist 
on [improving] their image," he added. 

Israeli officials believe that one motivation 
for Uzbekistan's request is its desire to coun¬ 
teract US criticism of its alleged human 
rights violations. 

Israel has in the past advocared to the US 
on behalf of others in the region. Notable 


countries' include Jordan, Egypt, and 
Azerbaijan, as well as helping the 
Palestinians. Asked whether nexi week's 
events might encourage other countries to 
capitalize on Israel's close ties with the US, 
Merom said: “They'll see Israel as a spring¬ 
board to the US whether we want it or not" 

Israeli and Uzbek officials describe the 
joint meetings as an effort to boosr their rela¬ 
tionship, and draw American involvement in 
combating drug trafficking, Islamic funda¬ 
mentalism, and the spread of missiles and 
other weapons throughout Central Asia and 
Iran. 

Uzbekistan sees “a real threat" emanating 
from Islamic fundamentalists in Afghanistan 
and Tajikistan, “and there’s been a perception 
by some in the Uzbekistan government that 
Israel could help them directly, with advice 
and with bringing this concern to the West," 
said the Washington Institute's Patrick 
Clawson, an expert on the region. 

“I can smell collaboration on this pretty 
fast. It complements the US's interest and 
involvement,” he added. 

Israet and Uzbekistan already cooperate on 
some issues of mutual concern. Israel has 
hosted course^ for Uzbek officials seeking to 
fight the spread of drags from Afghanistan 


and Tajikistan, and plans to send its own 

experts to Uzbekistan soon. Merom said. 

Anti-terrorism cooperation is “still on 
paper," but the two sides intend to work 
together there, he said. Israel's Mashav pro¬ 
gram has already helped establish modem 
dairies in Uzbekistan,-and the two countries 
already conduct joint medical training and 
exchange programs. 

While Uzbekistan and the US do not work 
together on security matters, Sharansky and 
other Israeli officials can help change that, 
and “open the door for discussions." said 
Yusup Magdiev, a first secretary of the 
Uzbek Embassy here. And while 
Uzbekistan is fighting drug trafficking with 
both Israeli and American assfstance, the 
three countries are not involved in a coordi¬ 
nated effort, something that Magdiev 
believes can be rectified. • 

Tashkent already cooperates with 
Washington to prevent weapons piroliferar 
tion, and is very concerned over Iran’s 
nuclear program, because “if it is successful, 
it will be our problem" as well as Israel's, 
Mogdiev said. “We don't want to have an 
Iranian Chernobyl in the region," he said. 

“It's a start," he said of the new effort.‘‘It’s 
a new step, a new page, in our relations." - 


Moslem Miss Israel 
says she feels 
completely Israeli

The judges 
picked me because they thought I 
was the most beautiful.” said 
Raslan, who won a beauty contest 
in the Arab sector three years ago. 

“I have been asked if this was a 
political decision... This contest is 
about beauty, about personality, 
about a big heart, it has nothing to 
do with politics," Mozes said. 



adding that since the first contest 
some 49 years ago, Arab-Israeli 
women have been welcome to 
compete in it. 

However. Pnina Rosenblum, 
who was one of the judges, said 
she voted for Raslan to send a 
message to the Arab world. 

“It is the first time in Israeli histo¬ 
ry that an Israeli Arab has been cho¬ 
sen as beauty queen," Rosenblum 
said. “The message is that we...

Though Raslan,

Raslan studied at 
Carmel High 
School and has 
been working as a 
make-up artist 
since.

This is why after a few days of 
high jinks in which Itzik, Haim 
Ramon. Avraham Burg, and other 
assorted outspoken Laborites 
would be allowed to have a go at 
the Likud, the matter would be 
allowed to die with a whimper. 
Party chairman Ehud Barak simply 
has nothing to gain and everything 
to risk from keeping it uppermost 
in the electorate’s mind. 

From the day of the mishap in 
Tze'elim. Barak - justly or not - 
could only lose from the associa¬ 
tion, which for a long time he tried 
to deny and whitewash (and which 
to a great extent contributed to the 
mushrooming of rumors and accu¬ 
sations). All that a good State 
Comptroller's Report could do for 
Barak - from his vantage point - is 
cut his losses. He cannot emerge 
from the episode as a winner. 
Therefore, Barak will seek to aban¬ 
don the subject in a hurry, being 
acutely aware that the public’s 
memory is selective in the extreme. 

The subject was almost dead and 
forgotten, which suited him fine. 

The State Comptroller's Report 
revived it again. Barak must now 
be wondering what will stick in the 
public's mind. Will it be that the 
report cleared him. that he was the 
victim here, or that he was associ¬ 
ated with something highly 
unpleasant? Will people remember 
the vindication or the alleged origi¬ 
nal sin? 

There are no clear incontrovert¬ 
ible answers, as many acquitted 
defendants can attest. If Labor per¬ 
sists in using this to whip the 
Likud, it could be injured by the 
backlash. Hie Likud could point 
out that the facts are not in dispute, 
only how they are evaluated. He 
might be legally clean, but soiled 
from a humane and moral point of 
view. And all this still leaves open 



the issue of the coverup, to say 
nothing of the fact that five young 
men lost their lives and others were 
maimed, making this no cause for 
gloating. 

Like Barak, the Likud, too, has 
every reason to bury the matter. 
Tze'elim 2 won't loom large in 
Likud electioneering and there was 
never any plan to make it a central 
issue. It can’t do the Likud any good 
now and it couldn’t before the latest 
report either. This is one of those 
issues which are grasped by the gen¬ 
eral public as dirty and the filth rubs 
off not only on those attacked but 
also on those doing the attacking. 
Often the latter fare worse than their 
targets. This has nothing to do with 
the actual truth. This is more a ques¬ 
tion of human perceptions than of 
historical justice. 

Realizing that the Likud is dis¬ 
comfited. the more hotheaded 
Laborites (who do not always have 
Barak's best interests in mind) 
might try to make the Likud the vil¬ 
lain of the piece and to provoke it 
into reacting. They could seek to 
make political capital from the 
assertion that the entire sordid affair 
was a Likud-inspired calumny. 

In actual fact, the phrase “Ehud 
harah” (Ehud fled) was coined by 
Meretz leader Yossi Sarid, who also 
likened Barak's behavior to that of 
one who doesn't slop ax die site of 
a rood accident to check on the 
injured, even if he has no medical 
background. Sarid also harshly 
took Barak to task for thinking of 
his own prestige first and getting 
out of the scene of carnage as 
quickly as he could. 

Labor will no doubt seek to 
downplay the Meretz connection 
and home in on the Likud. If Likud 
hotheads play into the hands of their 
Labor counterparts, all sides would 
lose heftily. In such an eventuality, 
the public mighL recall that the 
Likud didn't inspire the story, and 
die mud would be splattered indis¬ 
criminately on all the wrestlers.

US Reform Jews bring a postbag of 
grievances to Knesset

Representatives of the American Reform move¬ 
ment took their case for religious pluralism to the 
Knesset yesterday when they presented Speaker 
Dan Tichon with some of the 4.500 postcards 
mailed in by members protesting their exclusion, 
or marginalization, from Israeli life. 

‘We’re bringing them to you. as speaker of the 
Knesset, because l would like you to hear and be 
concerned with the feelings of American Jews," 
said Rabbi Ammiel HIrsch, executive director of 
the Association of Reform Zionists of America 
(ARZA). 

The printed postcards, half of them in blue 
addressed to Tichon and the rest in orange 
addressed to Prime Minister Binyamin Netanyahu, 
read: “As a proud Jew' and supporter of Israel, 1 am 
outraged by recent attempts to redefine in the 
Knesset who is a Jew-. The state of Israel must not 
deny the legitimacy of mil^ons of the world's 
Jews. Such legislation would recklessly and irrev¬ 
ocably damage the ties that bind us together. 

“The nations of the world have treated Jews as 


strangers for centuries. Do not allow the State of 
Israel, spiritual and physical homeland for alt Jews, 
to pass laws that treat Jews as outsiders.” Some of. 
them had additional comments from the senders, 
including one declaring herself a Holocaust survivor; 
another saying: “You are willing to take reform 
Jews' money,” from Baltimore, Md.; and a third: 
“Recognition that we are all Jews more than 50 years 
since the founding of the State of Israel is long over¬ 
due," from Poughkeepsie, N.Y. 

“This shows that American Jews are concerned 
with their rights in the Jewish state," said Philip 
Meltzer, president of ARZA, “concerned with their 
relationship with the State of IsraeJ. What we can't 
afford to let happen is to allow religious funda¬ 
mentalists cause a rupture in the relationship 
between Israel and Diaspora Jewry, and that can 
happen if the forces of fundamentalism overcome 
those who believe in a pluralistic democratic 
Israeli society ” Tichon said the Knesset is not the 
place for religious questions to be decided. 

“It's not our problem, it's a political body, the 
Knesset,” the speaker said. “We should understand 
the role of the Knesset - it's not the [chief] rabbinate.

Prof. Moshe Garti - chairman 
of the Israel Internal Medicine 
Society and head of the Recanati 
Center for Internal Medicine at 
the Rabin Medical Center- 
Betiinson Campus. - made this 
simile in an article, published in 
Ma’ariv yesterday. 

Garti, who spoke on Tuesday 
before an emergency meeting of 
internal medical specialists Vat 
Kfar Hamaccabiah, was quoted 
by Ma’ariv as saying that .the 
overflowing wards of elderly, 
seriously ill patients Took like a 
refugee camp, because beds are 
near the toilets and in . cafeterias, 
wards are severely understaffed, 
and patients have been deprived 
of their privacy. - - . 

He said that, because,beds,are 
so close to each other, patients are 
likelier to became infected and 
the mortality rate increases. 

But ministry officials said there, 
are no statistics to show ari 
increase in raternal-mediciiie'- 
depaxtment mortality and claimed 
that Garti had exaggerated. Garti 
said last night that using the.word 
“Bangladesh” may not have been- 
suitable. 

Last Thursday, Garti sent a-let¬ 
ter to 'Prime- Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu and Matza - to.whicb, 
Garti said, neither, had responded 
by yesterday - in the names of the 
heads of all 93 internal medicine 
departments in the country.

immigrants 
doubles 
last month

Continuing the trend estab¬ 
lished over die past two months, 
immigration from Russia sky¬ 
rocketed again last month. 
Increasing 107% over February 

1998, Jewish Agency officials 
announced yesterday. 

During the first two months-of 

1999. 3347 immigrants arrived 
here, an increase of 100% over last 
year. The immigrants come from 
all over Russia, especially Siberia 
and the country’s far eastern 
region. 

In Novosibirsk, where a syna¬ 
gogue was desecrated earlier this 
week, emigration to Israel is up 
some 200%. 

One of the newcomers came 
from a little-known village called 
Tin da, on the border with China. 

‘The emissary had never heard 
of a place called Tinda. He trekked 
out there and found a Jewish com¬ 
munity in which the mayor is 
Jewish and the two deputy mayors 
are Jewish. The non-Jews who live 
there call the town hall ‘the 
Synagogue’ because of this,” .an 
agency spokesman-said yesterday, 
-r. !*They discovered there really 
are Jews in-the town who want to 
come here." the. spokesman 
added. 

The interest is not limited to 
Russia. 

Golda, a 100-year-oltf woman 
from Tashkent, in Uzbekistan, 
whose last name was not avail¬ 
able, has an extended family of

She has decided she wants to 
hold this Pessah’s seder-in Israel,.

The survey shows that the large discount 
supermarket chains have strengthened their 
grip on the market and now account for some 
35% of all food sold. The haredi food chains 
have also increased their share of the market 
and account for 5.3% of all food sold. 

Neighborhood grocery stores and mini 
markets are losing their grip on the market, 
the survey finds. They now account for 
203% of food sold in the Jewish sector, 
compared to 22% in the equivalent period 
last year. The open markets account for 6.9% 
of all food sold, compared to 8.6% in 
December 1997. 

The chains account for 12% of all food 
sold, a decrease of 5% compared to 
December 1997. The large hypermarkets 
account for 10.4% of sales, 2% less than the 
same period in the previous year. But the 
cheaper food store chains increased their 
share of sales from 28% in December 1997 


to 35% in December 1998. 

Haredi supermarkets have increased iheir 
sales share from 3.2% in December 1997 to 
5.3% in December 1998. 

Food wholesale outlets have grown during 
the past year from half a percent of sales in 
December 97 to 1.2% in December 1998; 
3.9% of the food was bought elsewhere. 

Shalev said 95.8% prefer buying Israeli- 
made dairy products and chettes. 93.6% 
Israeli-made frozen vegetables, 93-2% 
Israeli-made cold drinks. 91.3% Israeli-made 
manufactured processed meat products. 
89.1% Israeli-made soy oil and olive oil. 
some 89% Israeli-made snacks. 88% Israeli- 
made soups, 86% Israeli-made cookies and 
biscuits. 66.4% Israeli-made pasta, some 
62% domestic beer and some 55% domestic 
alcoholic beverages.

US financier Herman Merkin buried 


Herman Merkin of Manhattan and Jerusalem, a 
prominent financier and philanthropist, was buried yes¬ 
terday in Jerusalem. 

Born in Leipzig, Germany, in 1907, Merkin arrived 
with his family in New York in 1940. He served in the 
US Array, then entered his family's fur business. 

Nearly 40 years ago, he and his father, Leib, formed 
Merkin & Co., on investment banking concern. 

He was a member of the American and New York 
Stock Exchanges, and a director of the Israel Discount 
Bank in New York. Merkin served as a trustee of Bar- 
Ilan University and Yeshiva University in New York, 
where he endowed a chair in Talmud and Jewish phi¬ 


losophy at YU’s Rabbi Isaac Elchanan Theological 
Seminary. The position was held by Rabbi Joseph 
Soloveitcbik until his death in 1993. 

He endowed the Merkin Concert Hall in Manhattan 
and was founding president of the Fifth Avenue 
Synagogue, where he served as president for more than 
20 years. 

Meridn was a supporter of Israel Bonds, UJA. Friends 
of the IDF. and institutes of higher learning, including 
the Open University of Israel. 

He is survived by his wife. Ufla, six children - includ¬ 
ing daughter Daphne Meridn. the novelist and New 
Yorker literary critic - and a sister. Jerusalem Post Staff

Girl 
healing 
from dog 
attack

Hodaya Amsalem, the six-year- 
old girl who was attacked by a dog 
in Jerusalem's Gilo neighborhood 
on Monday, is recovering smooth¬ 
ly and is expected to be released 
from the hospital tomorrow, Itim 
reported yesterday. 

Amsalem was taken to 
Jerusalem's Shaare Zedek 
Hospital with severe face and hand 
injuries after she was unexpected¬ 
ly bitten and scratched by a 
Mastino Napolitani running loose 
at the entrance of her building. 

MK Ammon Rubinstein, chair¬ 
man of the Knesset Economics 
Committee, is calling for the gov¬ 
ernment to allow a special meeting 
of the Knesset in the recess to dis¬ 
cuss a dangerous dogs bill. 

The bill was drawn up by the 
government and MK Avi 
Yehezkel. It would require the 
owners of certain breeds consid¬ 
ered dangerous to hold a special 
license and would ban the dogs’ 
import except under certain cir¬ 
cumstances. The bill passed its 
first readings in June but cannot 
progress to its final readings with¬ 
out the government’s permission 
during the recess. 

The bill would for the first time 
provide national legislation on dog 
ownership instead of relegating 
such rules to local bylaws. 

The committee’s meetings were 
marked by serious disagreement 
on whether certain breeds could be 
considered dangerous. 

Representatives of the Rott¬ 
weilers’ Kennel Club said all their 
members' pedigreed dogs are enti¬ 
tled to free training. Owners of res¬ 
cue dogs said their dogs also 
include rottweilers, which had 
worked on the rescue mission at the 
US Embassy in Kenya in August. 
The breeders and kennel club mem¬ 
bers also called for licensing of 
breeders and dog trainers. 

‘They said the dog is not to 
blame but the owners,” said 
Rubinstein. “Either they keep 
them unmuzzled and off the leash 
or they illegally train them to 
attack. In any case, as with any 
other dangerous weapon - and 
some dogs can be compared to 
dangerous weapons - people must 
abide by the law.” 

Similar legislation exists in sev¬ 
eral European countries. The 
Agriculture and Environment min¬ 
istries are drawing up a list of the 
breeds considered dangerous, 
which includes rottweilers and pit 
bull terriers but not mastiffs and 
Mastinos.

Tourism up 18% in Februaiy 

The Tourism Ministry reported yesterday that 153,700 tourists 
visited Israel in February, an 18 percent increase from the same 
month last year.

Buses ordered to use tow-pollution fuel 

Public transport in areas with a high population density will 
soon be obliged to use low-sulfur (0.05% 1 diesel oil. This was 
decided in an agreement reached this week by Environment 
Ministry Director General Roni Komar and his counterpart in the 
National Infrastructure Ministry, Ya’acov Katz. 

The move is aimed at reducing air pollution in view of die 
Environment Ministry’s figures on increased air pollution in the 
cities, .much of it a result of vehicular exhausts. Komar said it 
could bring about a drop of some 30 percent in the air pollution 
caused by particles. The two director generals agreed to increase 
cooperation between the two ministries on issues relating to air 
pollution.

For sale: Scud missile fragment 

Iraqi Scud missiles conjure up memories of fear and war, but a 
charity organization hopes American Jews will pay top dollar for 
the right to keep a missile fragment in their homes. 

The starting price for the metal fragment from an Iraqi Scud that 
exploded in Tel Aviv during the 1991 Gulf War is $1300. 

The American Association for the Israeli Soldier will sell the 
shrapnel, along with other memorabilia such as a disability certifi¬ 
cate belonging to the late defense minister Moshe Dayan at a March 
17 fund-raiser at New York’s Waldorf Astoria hotel. About 1,000 
American Jews will be among the bidders at the charity dinner. 

“We have creative people in our fund-raising department," 
spokeswoman Nurit Dabush said about the decision to auction off 
the fist-sized fragment obtained from the IDF. AP 


Slave labor suit under 
way as WJC satisfies 
Israeli survivors

NEW YORK - The burgeoning 
lawsuits and compensation plans 
for Holocaust slave labor survivors 
took conflicting turns this week as 
die first case began hearings in the 
US. and the World Jewish Congress 
began to repair its relations with 
Israeli survivors aggrieved by its 
negotiation tactics. 

The Ford Motor Company, which 
is being sued by survivors of 
wartime slave labor at its plant in 
Cologne. Germany, argued Monday 
in a federal court in Newark, New 
Jersey that it was incumbent upon 
the German government, not indus¬ 
try, to pay compensation. 

That ran counter to the position 
both of the survivors suing the 
company and of the German gov¬ 
ernment. 

German Foreign Minister 
Joschka Fischer last week in New 
York told the Jewish Community 
Relations Council there would be 
no public money for slave labor 
claims. 

Bonn, however, is overseeing 
the creation of an industry- 
financed “humanitarian fund" for 
such claims, which is set to begin 
September 1, the 60th anniversary 
of the invasion of Poland. The 
amount ‘of industry contributions 
to the fund is not yet known. 

The fund is intended to protect 
German banks and industry from a 
series of class action lawsuits that 
have been filed in US federal 
courts. 

In the last week, the WJC and 


the survivors.' lawyers have been 
in Germany to negotiate with the 
government :Qver the fund. 

The WJC is only now repairing 
its acrimonious dealings with 
Israeli survivors, who had resisted 
approving the $135 billion settle¬ 
ment with the Swiss banks Credit 
Suisse and UBS, which is being 
supervised by US District Judge 
Edward Kerman in Brooklyn. 

Moshe San bar. chairman of the 
Center of Organizations of 
Holocaust Survivors in Israel, said 
the settlement was flawed because 
it released the Swiss National 
Bank from all claims. 

The effect was that when the 
World Jewish Restitution Org¬ 
anization, which is led by the WJC. 
signed the Swiss settlement in 
January, it was unable ro satisfy the 
banks that the settlement had wide¬ 
spread Jewish approval because the 
Israelis, the largest group of sur¬ 
vivors in the world, were noticeably 
missing, one of the lawyers said. 

WJC secretary-general Israel 
Singer got S an bar to agree to the 
settlement by promising in a letter 
to include the Israeli survivors in 
virtually every subsequent com¬ 
pensation negotiation. 

In another development, 58 
Ukrainians have sued in a 
Nuremberg labor court for com¬ 
pensation for wartime slave labor 
at the Diehl armaments plant dur¬ 
ing World War Q, citing as prece¬ 
dent an arrangement Diehl 
reached last May to compensate a 
number of Jewish women in their 
slave labor suit.

A small island, smack'in 
the center of the 
Mediterranean, is a 
good place to talk about the 
idea of a Mediterranean con¬ 
sciousness. It’s a relatively new. 
somewhat trendy idea that has 
much to recom¬ 
mend it. 

Malta looks like a 
cross between 
southern Italy and 
Jerusalem, with a 
strong dash of 
England. The lan¬ 
guage sounds like 
Arabic spoken by 
Italians and written 
in the Roman 
alphabet by people 
who are close- to 
being lineal descen¬ 
dants of the 
Crusaders. People 
have names which seem wholly 
Italian. Arabic or British. It is 
only 100 kilometers from Sicily 
and only slightly farther from 
"Africa," a euphemism in this 
case to avoid reminding the 
tourists that Muammar 
Gaddafi's Libya is just over the 
horizon. 

Not surprisingly, Maltese cul¬ 
ture is typified by the answer to 
my question about which items 
on the buffet were local special¬ 
ties. "You take a bit of every¬ 
thing,** I was told. 

It’s a charming place where 
people make their living from 
small-scale farming, tourism, 
textiles and - more colorfully - 
from money laundering and 
transshipping goods to circum¬ 
vent the embargo on Libya. 

Like the Maltese menu, the 
idea of a Mediterranean region 
as an important focus for inter¬ 
national affairs takes a bit from 
everywhere. For southern 
European countries — especial¬ 
ly Spain and Italy but some¬ 
times also France - it repre¬ 
sents a chance to make them¬ 
selves more important. 

Originally, the concept was 
also a way for Europeans to do 
something which made them 
able to exclude the United 
States. But here, as elsewhere, 
American involvement has fil¬ 
tered in also. 

For Arab states along the 
coast - especially Morocco, 
Tunisia, and Egypt (though 
Jordan has also managed to be 
accepted for participation) - a 
Mediterranean identity offers 
an alternative way to build 
relations with Europe and to 
try to get more aid money. For 
Israel, it allows contact with 
Arab states in a far less con¬ 
frontational context than does 
the "Middle East" label and 
also, as with the Arabs, anoth¬ 
er and more relaxed road to 
Europe. And since it is a 
Western-organized forum, the 
participating Arabs can’t boy¬ 
cott Israel. Syria, Lebanon, 
and Libya are not primary par¬ 
ticipants. 

BUT what does it all amount to 
so far? Well, mostly good con¬ 
versation and good intentions. 

Both the European Union 
and the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization (NATO) have pul 
some money and effort into 
Mediterranean dialogue. With 
the collapse of the Soviet bloc. 
NATO lost its mission by suc¬ 
ceeding. The 1990-1991 war 
over Kuwait showed American 
and European generals that the 
main front for future conflicts 
would be more likely in a 
southward rather than easterly 



direction. 

The civil war in Algeria has 
been another important impe¬ 
tus. Fears of terrorism, instabil¬ 
ity. and hordes of refugees 
making their way across" the 
central sea were powerful 
motives. Drug 
smuggling, money 
laundering, the col¬ 
lapse of immigra¬ 
tion controls, and 
environmental pol¬ 
lution were also 
worrisome. 

Aside, then, from 
potential invest¬ 
ment (especially in 
oil and gas), the 
Europeans decided 
to pay attention to 
these poorer, noisi¬ 
er neighbors lest 
their problems 
blow up in their quieter neigh¬ 
borhoods. 

Economic development, 
training, and coordination 
could perhaps avert some 
unpleasant outcomes. 

Enlightened self-interest, of 
course, is sometimes the best of 
motives. 

1$ there a Mediterranean cul¬ 
ture? Certainly, there are com¬ 
pelling common historical expe¬ 
riences. Of course, the Moorish 
invasion of Spain. Roman con¬ 
quest in the land of Israel or the 
Turkish siege of Malta were not 
so pleasant at the time. In retro¬ 
spect, at least, they have become 
picturesque events in that 
process called history. And any¬ 
one who’s ever been in. say. 
Tunis, Italy, Greece. Beirut, and 
Tel Aviv - among other places - 
knows that there are some 
important psychological and 
material similarities. 

TO BE a region, of course, the 
Mediterranean has to have 
political problems. There are 
the old standbys, the Arab- 
Israeli and Greek-Turkish con¬ 
flicts, and some new issues as 
well. The struggles in the 
Persian Gulf and the Balkans 
always seem to seep into the 
exchanges, reminding us that 
the Mediterranean with all its 
difficulties is in better shape 
than some of its neighbors. 
These are, however, wars into 
which local countries may be 
drafted, or at least the 
Mediterranean is an important 
strategic route for getting to 
these places. 

Any Israeli who has ever wit¬ 
nessed a Greek-Turkish (or 
Indian-Pakistani, for that mat¬ 
ter) debate can come away 
thinking that our disputes are 
relatively more solvable, 
though more bitter. Perhaps 
there is more of an urge to have 
a peace process precisely 
because our disputes have been 
more heated, more violent, 
more dangerous. 

As for Algeria, the terrible 
civil war goes on. filled with 
atrocities. Yet there is clearly 
not going to be any winner, or 
at least any new radical Islamic 
regime on the Mediterranean’s 
south shore. 

The Mediterranean has cer¬ 
tainly not arrived at peace, but 
perhaps it has at least tran¬ 
scended international war. It 
has great music and food, peo¬ 
ple who are warm while 
intense, having a powerful 
sense of history yet a willing¬ 
ness ro grow and change. 

The Mediterranean sounds 
like a nice region to be a part 
of, a good dub to join.

AUSTIN, Texas - Bush and 
Dole: Now as in 1988, the two 
names haunt the Republican 
Party's conservative activists. 

Eleven years ago, many con¬ 
servatives fumed when the GOP 
presidential race came down to 
two candidates rooted in the 
party’s more moderate wing: 
Bob Dole, then a senator from 
Kansas, and George Bush, the 
then-vice president who went on 
to win the nomination and the 
White House. 

Now, conservative activists 
confront a 2000 race eerily par¬ 
alleling the *88 campaign. Once 
again, the two leading con¬ 
tenders are rooted in the party's 
center. And once again, they are 
named Bush and Dole. 

Texas Gov. George W. Bush, 
the former president's son, is the 
clear front-runner - a position 
he underscored Sunday by 
unveiling a heavyweight team of 
party leaders to head his cam¬ 
paign exploratory committee. 

Elizabeth Hanford Dole, Lhe 
wife of the GOP's 1996 presi¬ 
dential nominee, runs a solid 
second in the polls and is to 
announce her own exploratory 
panel Wednesday in Iowa. 

The most conservative candi¬ 
dates eyeing the race - who 
include 1996 hopeful Steve 
Forbes, former Vice President 
Dan Quayle and two-time con¬ 
tender Patrick J. Buchanan - 
remain confident that many in 
the party’s base will demand a 
more right-leaning alternative. 

But surveys in several key pri¬ 
mary states have found Bush and 
Dole demonstrating such broad 
appeal - running well even 
among conservative voters - that 
they could make it difficult for a 
challenger to emerge on their 
righL 

‘There may just not be enough 
of those (voters) there on the 
right to make anyone else viable 
when you've got two people 
who have such broad appeal," 
said Warren Tompkins, a South 
Carolina-based GOP strategist. 

AS Bush and Dole move closer 
to the race, that prospect is 
already compelling the most 
conservative contenders to chal¬ 
lenge their credentials;. 

“Is this really going'to be the 
salvation?" asked Jeff Bell, a 
senior adviser to social conserv¬ 
ative activist Gary Bauer, who 
plans to announce his presiden¬ 
tial candidacy next month. 

Referring to President Bush’s 
failed 1992 re-election bid and 
Bob Dole’s loss in 1996, Bell 
added: "Our nominees were 
named Bush and Dole the last 
two times and we averaged 
about 40 percent of the popular 
vote. There are a lot of reasons 
why people should be very chary 
of that." 

Their inherited name identifi¬ 
cation is part of the reason Gov. 
Bush and Mrs. Dole, if they run, 
would begin the race in such 
strong shape. 

Recent polls in states such as 
Iowa, Michigan and Ohio have 
found Bush leading, with Dole 
second. In New Hampshire, the 
most recent CNN/WMUR survey 
found Dole and Bush both draw¬ 
ing around 30 percent, with no 
one else above single digits. In 
national surveys. Dole stQi runs 
second to Bush but more distant¬ 
ly: a new Time/CNN poll puts him 
at 48 percent and her at 17 per¬ 
cent. 

“It’s like her and Bush in that 
tier, and then everybody else.” 
one senior Dole adviser said. 

Whether it srays that way is 
another question. A presidential 


race headlined by this Dole and 
this Bush looks far less pre¬ 
dictable than the 1988 contest. 

Though Bush has been suc¬ 
cessful as Texas governor, he 
has never before sought national 
office. Dole, who recently 
stepped doWfi as president of the 
American Red Cross, is even 
more of a wild card. 

Though she has held high- 
level Washington positions since 
the mid-1960s, including 
Cabinet posts. Dole has never 
run for public office. 

That lack of electoral experi¬ 
ence may be one reason her 
prospective candidacy has 
drawn relatively little support 
from GOP officeholders, even as 
governors, state legislators and 
members of Congress from 
around the country are in a vir¬ 
tual stampede to endorse Bush. 

OTHER questions loom over a 
potential Dole candidacy. While 
she has raised millions at the Red 
Cross, her ability to attract polit¬ 
ical funds remains unproven. 
And while she can be an accom¬ 
plished performer, she also has a 
reputation for demanding exact¬ 
ing control over all situations - 
an instinct that may not be com¬ 
patible with the campaign trail's 
free-form chaos. 

“She is so lightly wound that 
when they wanted to do a stop 
with Better Homes and Gardens 
(magazine) last time, she did 
two hours of prep on her favorite 
apple pie recipe." said one veter¬ 
an of the Bob Dole 1996 cam¬ 
paign. 

Most unclear is how Mrs. 
Dole would affect the basic 
geometry of the emerging GOP 
race. Like Bush, she has taken 
few specific positions. Yet her 
early appearances suggest that 
she will position herself as a 
“compassionate conservative" 
strikingly similar to Bush, Both 
have presented themselves as 
advocates of traditional values 
(and opponents of legal abor¬ 
tion). Given that ideological 
overlap, some in the GOP 
believe that Dole's entry would 
help the conservative candidates 
by peeling away centrist voters 
from Bush, if he ultimately 
runs. 

YET a Dole candidacy could 
have much more, complicated 
implications. 

Most immediately, it would put 
enormous pressure on prospec¬ 
tive centrist candidates other 
than Bush - such as Arizona Sen. 
John McCain. Ohio Rep. John R. 
Kasich, and former Tennessee 
Gov. Lamar Alexander. Each 
would face a formidable new 
competitor for attention and 
fund-raising dollars. 

More surprisingly, a Dole can¬ 
didacy also could threaten the 
strategies of the conservative 
candidates. 

Almost universally, these con¬ 
tenders believe that the race 
eventually will come down to a 
choice between someone from 
the center and someone from the 
right. But if Dole can sustain 
significant support, that assump¬ 
tion may be undermined. 

In 1988. conservative candi¬ 
dates such as Jack Kemp also 
assumed that the race would end 
up pitting a conservative against 
a moderate. 

But no conservative ever 
cracked the first tier because 
George Bush and Bob Dole 
attracted too much support from 
conservative voters in the early 
primaries to leave a base for 
anyone else. 

The same thing could happen this 
time. In the recent CNN/WMUR 
poll - as well as a private Iowa sur¬ 
vey - the younger Bush and Mrs.

Dole ran as strongly among conser¬ 
vative Republicans as they did 
among moderates. 

“If they can hold onto 40 per¬ 
cent of that very conservative 
group, you don’t .leave a lot of 
room for an alternative conserv¬ 
ative candidate to emerge," said 
GOP pollster Whit Ayres. 

Forbes adviser Greg Mueller 
argued that Bush and Dole would 
see their support narrow on the 
right “once they start getting into 
a discussion of the issues." 


THERE'S another complication 
facing both the centrist and con¬ 
servative contenders chasing 
Bush and Dole. These candi¬ 
dates face the risk that attacks 
on either of the front-runners 
could simply drive support from 
one to the other - rather than to.- 
any of them. 

Indeed, a recent University of 
Cincinnati poll in Ohio found' 
that, by far, the. top second 
choice of Bush supporters in 
2000 was Dole - and vice versa. 


This potential alignment pre¬ 
sents, a final unusual wrinkle. 

Frequently, the No. 2 candi¬ 
date in the primaries takes the 
lead jn trying to tear down the 
frontrunner But/or now. Bush 
and Dole show virtually no 
inclmatidn to- criticize each 
other -- perhaps partly because 
many believe that Dole could be 
the presumptive choice as 
Bush's vice president if he runs 
and wins the nomination.

Qatar embraces

DOHA, Qatar - With one of the 
world’s highest per-capita 
incomes and only about 150,000 
citizens, this small, close-knit 
state on a peninsula in the Persian 
Gulf is practically as much a club 
as it is a country. 

Despite its pint size of 4,400 
square miles, however, Qatar 
proved itself this week to be a 
leader in bringing democracy to 
the region. 

It held its first elections, and in 
a step that was nothing less than 
revolutionary for the conservative 
region, women were permitted 
both to vote and to run for office. 

Amid smiles and a sea of flut¬ 
tering black veils, democracy was 
born in Qatar, fittingly, on 
International Women’s Day. 

"In my wildest dreams. I would¬ 
n't think it would happen in Qatar 
in my lifetime," said Jehan Meer, 
a professor of biochemistry and 
genetic engineering at the 
University of Qatar. "But here I 
am, silting in an election site.” 

Meer, who earned a master's 
degree at California State 


University, Long Beach, and a 
doctorate at the University of 
London, was one of six women 
who defied the conventions of her 
country to run for a place on a 29- 
member council that wifi advise 
the Ministry of Local 
Government. 

None of the six women serious¬ 
ly expected to win. and they were 
righL When returns came in 
Monday nighL an all-male coun¬ 
cil had been chosen. 

Bui by calling the elections, 
Sheikh Hamed ibn Khalifa al- 
Thani sent a not-so-subtle mes¬ 
sage to his fellow Gulf rulers that 
die best way for monarc hs to stay 
in power is to voluntarily empow¬ 
er the people. 

At Meer’s polling station, a 
school in the eastern part of Doha, 
the Mercedes, BMWs and Toyota 
Land Cruisers were tripled-parked 
outside, as Qataris thronged to 
fulfill their first act as full-fledged 
members of a budding democracy. 

"I will probably have to wait for 
an hour," said Khaied Emadi, an 
employee of the state telephone 
company. “But we believe we 
have to vote.” 


Voters acknowledged that the 
council on local government was 
not in itself likely to be very pow¬ 
erful. But the vote still was seen 
as important because it was the 
first time since independence in 
1971 that Qataris had the chance 
to vote for official representatives. 

Besides, the emir - a 49-year- 
old baby boomer who has 
increased freedoms since coming 
to power in 1995 - has made clear 
that the council election would be 
a dry-run for parliamentary elec¬ 
tions within three years. 

ELECTED government is largely 
an untried model for the six coun¬ 
tries of the Gulf Cooperation 
Council, the tribally ran, conserv¬ 
ative Islamic and Arab states that 
control much of the world’s petro¬ 
leum. Among the six, only Kuwait 
has a parliament. And there, 
women are not allowed to partici¬ 
pate. Saudi Arabia, Bahrain, 
Oman and the United Arab 
Emirates have no direct elections, 
only consultative councils whose 
members are appointed to help 
advise the rulers. 

So Qatar's decision was star¬ 


tling. and the move was likely, to 
embolden democrats and womeq 
in the region. 

In deciding to include women, 
the emir did meet some murmurs 
of resistance. Qatar's traditions 
are not veiy different from those 
in Saudi Arabia next door. 

In both countries, the majority 
of women do hot venture outside 
the home unless they are covered 
in black from head to toe. Most 
women hide their faces - as well 
as their hair and bodies — with 
only the eyes showing through a 
gauzy or slitted veil. Restaurants 
and other public places have separ 
rate sections for men and women, 
and females never or. almost never 
drive cars. ' . . . . . 

Unlike Saudi Arabia, however, 
in Qatar these social mores are not 
enforced by the police. Women 
are free to abide by the strictures 
or not, and the emir's second wife 
and consort Princess Mozah, pro¬ 
motes women’srights. 

About 23,000 Qataris registered 
to vote, including nearly 10,000 
women. After nine hours, between 
90 percent and 95 percent of those 
registered had cast ballots in the 


capital and a somewhat smaller 
percentage in rural areas, officials 
said.*

of bis national security team out 
of the country. 

Clinton has said he is ready to 
commit, 4.000 US troops to be 
part of a 28,000-strong NATO 
peacekeeping force in the 
Serbian .province if a peace 
accord can be reached between 
Kosovo's ethnic Serbs and ethnic 
Albanians. 

There is considerable skepticism 
in Congress about committing US 
troops, with many members con¬ 
cerned that it would lead to anoth¬ 


er open-ended commitment like 
that in Bosnia. 

Albright testified before the sub¬ 
committee which oversees the 
State Department budget. 

Subcommittee Chairman Rep. 
Harold Rogers voiced skepticism 
toward any US mission in Kosovo, 
asking her what was the US inter¬ 
est in being there - and whether 
the administration would set an 
exit deadline. 

“We know instability in the 
Balkans harms US interests," she 
said, suggesting the conflict could 
easily spread to other parts of the 
region. “It’s easier to put out a 
campfire rather than a forest fire," 
she said. 

She also cited “a compelling 
humanitarian reason" to end the 
bloodshed. As to exit strategy. 


Albright said that one of the 
lessons of Bosnia was “not to set 
an artificial deadline." 

As the House prepared to debate 
the Kosovo matter. Senate 
Majority Leader Rep. Trent Lon 
indicated the Senate will vote 
soon, too. on whether to set condi¬ 
tions on any deployment of US 
troops to Kosovo, including how 
many would go, for how long and 
how ihucb it would cost. 

“I think it's legitimate that we 
have this debate now," Lon told 
reporters on Tuesday. “I don’t 
think we should wait until the 
president presumes without con¬ 
gressional approval to put troops 
on the ground again " 

Lou signaled that the Senate 
would vote on a series of amend¬ 
ments proposed by Rep. Sen. Kay 


Bailey Hutchison that would block 
funds for such an operation unless 
the administration met certain 
conditions, including providing 
“the expected schedule for accom¬ 
plishing the mission."

Khatami praises 
democracy, dialogue

ROME (AP) - President 
Mohammed Khatami, the first 
Iranian leader to make a state visit 
to the West since the 1979 Islamic 
Revolution yesterday praised both 
democracy and the start of dia¬ 
logue between nations. 

Italy's premier, flanked by 
Khatami after two hours of private 
talks, made clear any openness 
toward the West must be coupled 
with respect for human rights and 
freedom. 

Khatami, a 56-year-old cleric 
considered a moderate for Iran, 
said: 'There’s an absolute necessi¬ 
ty to install democracy and to end 
all forms of dictatorship." Khatami 
also spoke of the “need to free the 
world of the perpetuation of vio¬ 
lence and terrorism.... I am quite 
proud that at the end of the 20th 
century I have begun a sort of dia¬ 


logue berween civilizations and 
countries and different people and 
cultures," Khatami told reporters. 

Despite security tighter than the 
Italian capital has seen in years, 
eggs were smashed on Khatami’s 
car as the president was driven 
through downtown Rome. Police 
reported that five Iranian protesters 
were detained. 

At a dinner Tuesday night. 
Khatami declared he had come to 
Italy “to make our relations a sym¬ 
bol and pattern for friendship 
between East and West and Islam 
and Christianity.” 

in Washington on Tuesday, the 
State Department expressed hope 
that Italian officials would raise 
US concents about terrorism and 
other issues during Khatami's 
visit. 

Today's visit shifts attention to 
the Vatican, where Khatami is to 
meet with the pope.

PARIS (AP) - An anti-terrorism 
court yesterday convicted Libyan

Libya had refused to hand over 
the suspects in the attack that 
killed 170 people, making the 
French trial largely symbolic. 

UTA Flight 772. en route to 
Paris from Brazzaville, Republic 
of Congo, exploded over Niger, 
killing all the crew and passen¬ 
gers. The debris was scattered 
over 50 miles of tbe Tenere 
Desert 

The six convicted included 


Abdallah Senoussi. a brother-in- 
law of the Libyan leader. At the 
time of the crash, Senoussi was 
the No. 2 man in Libya's intelli¬ 
gence agency. 

Investigators who reconstructed 
the aircraft in Paris concluded that 
a suitcase loaded with explosives 
blew up in the baggage compart¬ 
ment. 

In 1992. the UN Security Council 
imposed sanctions on Libya to try 
to force the North African nation to 
surrender suspects in the UTA 
bombing as well as two Libyans 
wanted in tbe 19SS bombing of a 
Pan Am jet over Lockerbie, 
Scotland, that killed 270 people. 

The sanctions limit diplomatic 
contacts, prohibit arms sales and 
ban flights to and from Libya.

Itoo charged in China technology scandal 

BOSTON (AP) - A federal grand jury indicted two men on 
charges they tried to illegally export missile-guidance, equipment to 
China. 

Collin Xu, 33. a naturalized Canadian citizen, is accused of vio¬ 
lating the Arms Export Control Act. conspiracy and money laun¬ 
dering. He could face 65 years in jail. Yi Yao. 33. of Beijing, is 
accused of violating the export act. He could face up to 10 years in 
prison. 

The two men. indicted Tuesday, allegedly conspired to buy mili¬ 
tary fiberoptic gyroscopes and ship them to a Beijing firm without 
notifying the Stale Department. 

Gyroscopes can be used in navigational systems for missiles and 
aircraft guidance systems. 

Bomb blast kills one, injures eight in Istanbul 

ISTANBUL (AP) - A bomb ripped apart a taxi outside a state 
health clinic yesterday, killing the driver and injuring eight people, 
authorities said. 

There was no immediate claim of responsibility. Kurdish rebels, 
leftist and radical Islamic groups are active in Istanbul. Two people 
injured were reported, in serious condition. The blast occurred in 
the middle-class neighborhood of Bakirkoy, near a busy shopping 
mall. 

The bomb exploded under the rear seat of the taxi, which was 
parked in front of the clinic, shattering windows and burning five 
vehicles. 

Last week, a car bomb exploded in the Turkish town of Cankiri, 
killing three. An underground leftist group claimed responsibility. 

Japan to ease restrictions on imported fruit 

TOKYO (AP) - Japan has decided to allow imports of five kinds 
of apples and two kinds of cherries, all varieties that the US had 
pressured Tokyo to approve. 

The decision comes two weeks after a World Trade Organization 
appeals pane? ruled that Japan acted illegally by blocking imports 
of fruit such as apples and cherries on health grounds. 

But the move to permit more varieties of foreign fruit was not 
related to the WTO ruling, Takeo Kocha, an official at the Ministry 
of Agriculture. Forest and Fisheries, said yesterday. 

“There’s no connection." he said, adding that a date has not been 
set yet for halting the ban on the apples and cherries. 

Four journalists arrested in Zambia 

LUSAKA. 2ambia (AP) - Police arrested four journalists after 
their newspaper reported flaws in Zambia’s defense capability, 
their editor said yesterday. 

The journalists were arrested in raids on their homes overnight 
and police sealed off the house of another who refused to leave, 
said Fred M'membe, chief editor of the independent daily Post 
newspaper. A sixth was not home when police came for him. 

In its Tuesday edition. The Post quoted unnamed senior military 
officers as criticizing Zambia's ability to defend itself, saying it 
would not withstand an attack by the far superior army of neigh¬ 
boring Angola. 

Official: 2% of Russians are alcoholic 

MOSCOW (AP) - Alcoholism among Russian teenagers in on 
the rise, and drinking problems continue to afflict millions of • 
Russians, a top health official said yesterday. 

Some 2.5 million people, or nearly 2 percent of Russia's 146.3m. 
population, are officially registered alcoholics, but the actual num¬ 
ber is probably much higher. Deputy Health Minister Gennady 
Onishchenko told a news conference. 

“This is a frightening figure.” he said, according to the Interfax 
news agency. 

Germans drink less beer 

BONN (AP) - Beer consumption fell in Germany by 2.9 percent 
last year, the government said yesterday, continuing a long-term 
decline as Germans increasingly turn to non-alcoholic drinks. 

It slumped in Bavaria, home of the annual Oktoberfest beer bash, 
by 5.7 percent, according to agriculture ministry data. 

A more health-aware public, high joblessness and a sluggish 
economy apparently account for years of declining beer sales. 
Germans recently lost the title of biggest per capita beer drinkers to 
the Czechs. 

Though Germany still has some 1,200 breweries, more than the 
rest of Europe combined, the changing tastes are increasingly 
putting small beer makers out of business.

Trimble, insists tbe outlawed Irish 
Republican Army must start dis¬ 
arming before the IRA’s legal Sinn 
Fein Party can receive its two cabi¬ 
net posts. Sinn Fein and the IRA 
have rejected that demand. 

. Ahem, whose government has 
co-sponsored the peace process 
alongside tbe British, didn’t blame 
either ride for die impasse.

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Setting the record straight 


O f all the lows to which Israeli politics 
have stooped, a prime candidate for the 
lowest was on June 24. 1997. when 
Justice Minister Tzahi Hanegbi. in an official 
government response to a no-confidence 
motion, called opposition leader Ehud Barak 
“Ehud barah" (Ehud fled). Waving a copy of a 
1995 article in Yediot Aharonoi. the minister in 
charge of the judicial system read out allega¬ 
tions that Barak had abandoned injured soldiers 
after a tragic training accident that killed five 
members of an elite unit. 

Now, seven years after the tragedy. State 
Comptroller Eliezer Goldberg has completed an 
investigation begun by his predecessor, Miriam 
Ben-Porat The report has not been released, 
leading to the common and unfortunate practice 
of a public debate based on leaks and partial 
information. But MKs from both Labor and the 
Likud agree that the charge Barak “fled” the 
scene to the detriment of injured soldiers was a 
baseless allegation. 

In moral, military, and political terms, no 
accusation against an Israeli soldier could be 
more serious than “abandoning the wounded." 
particularly under circumstances of avoiding 
responsibility, without any exigencies of battle 
to possibly mitigate the charge. Aside from the 
obvious political ramifications, the personal 
pain that such an accusation must have caused 
Ehud Barak is hard to imagine. 

Though Hanegbi takes the prize for the most 
cynical, prominent, and irresponsible use of 
the 1995 press report, initial reactions to the 
report did not follow party lines in a pre¬ 
dictable manner. Some Likud MKs defended 
Barak, who suspected that its Liming was relat¬ 
ed to internal Labor opposition to his imminent 
appointment as interior minister in the Rabin 
government. Likud MK Ze’ev Begin, for 
example, responded at the time. “The attempt 
to portray Barak as a coward and someone who 
would abandon the injured should wony any¬ 
one who despises character assassination. The 
timing of the [media] investigation bears wit¬ 
ness to the intentions of its initiators." Shimon 
Peres, who yesterday defended Barak in glow¬ 
ing terms, responded at that time: "The report 
and facts that appeared in it create a serious 
problem in anticipation of Barak's inclusion in 
the government. The matter must be checked 
carefully." 

By contrast Binyamin Netanyahu, then oppo¬ 
sition leader, reacted more skeptically to the 
press allegations: “I was sorry to read the things 
revealed by the [press] investigation. Every 


effort should be made to discover what hap¬ 
pened. A way must be found to determine the 
truth." The checkered history behind those who 
sought to breathe life into these allegations 
ought to bring pause to anyone who wants to 
continue using them as a political football. 
Barak himself has handled the issue in a states¬ 
manlike way. reminding everyone that at the 
heart of the matter are the bereaved families, 
and pledging that his party would not use the 
issue for political purposes. 

But the current laudable restraint on the part 
of the Labor Party does not absolve the Likud of 
its responsibility for taking a misleading press 
report and cynically distorting it further. The 
J995 report, for example, stated that Barak's 
helicopter left the scene without taking any 
injured soldiers. This would seem to be factual¬ 
ly correct, but does not state facts which change 
the picture entirely: by the time Barak left, there 
were two large helicopters on the ground spe¬ 
cially equipped for evacuating wounded, all of 
whom were being attended to. 

Even by the low standards of political dis¬ 
course I including charges of “traitor” and “mur¬ 
derer" by the Right and Left, respectively) the 
context of Hanegbi's use of the epithet "Ehud 
barah" to describe Israel's most decorated sol¬ 
dier is arguably more serious. This was not an 
isolated group chanting at a rally, but an official 
uniquely responsible for the maintenance of the 
rule of law leveling unsubstantiated charges, 
while a formal investigation was under way. 

Now that the state comptroller's investigation 
is over, the portions not classified for security 
reasons should, and no doubt will, soon be made 
public. During the hiatus between the leaking of 
the report's substance and its public release. 
Hanegbi 3nd Netanyahu will have time to recon¬ 
sider their initial unrcpentanr approach. 

They should not hide behind the fact that the 
comptroller may not have completely resolved 
questions of what Barak might have done, 
beyond the swift and professional treatment that 
the injured received, to comfort and assist them. 
It is hard to believe that anyone can honesdy 
argue that, as chief of General Staff, they can be 
sure he should have behaved differently. 

Rather. Hanegbi personally, and Netanyahu on 
behalf of the Likud Party, should assess whether 
they have deeply wronged a public figure who, 
though a political rival, deserves an apology. 
“Mine honor is my life.” said a noble to the king 
in Shakespeare's Richard II. In politics, honor 
may not be accorded such weight these days, 
but it ought to count for something.

BATTLING TERRORISTS 


Sir. -Battling terrorists is a dif¬ 
ficult process. It is made more 
complicated by numerous politi¬ 
cal. legal and moral considera¬ 


tions. 

Being involved in that banle, I 
know firsthand of the disappoint¬ 
ments one faces when complica¬ 
tions arise. Why then, when it 
comes to extradition requests, 
must we mix apples and oranges 
as did attorney Nitsana Darshan- 
Leitner in an opinion piece first 
published in The Jerusalem Past 
on March 2? 

Seemingly disturbed by the 
intense American effort to have 
Samuel Sheinbein extradited to 
the US, Ms. Darshan-Leitner 
writes that she is surprised that 
“neither the [Clinton] administra¬ 
tion. nor the Congressmen who 
have taken an interest in the 
Sheinbein cose" have demanded 
the extradition of Palestinian ter¬ 
rorists to the US. 


The implication is that Israel’s 
Supreme Court is somehow- 
reacting to the failure of the US 
government to respond to the 
request being made by American 
parents, including myself, for 
the arrest and extradition of 
Arab terrorists believed to be 
responsible for attacks on 
Americans, including my daugh¬ 
ter Alisa. 

Yet. it might surprise Ms. 
Darshan-Leitner to learn that the 
American government is actively 
working on these cases with an 
eye towards preparing indictments 
that will stand up in the US. 
Furthermore, it appears that hear¬ 
ings will soon be held in the US 
Senate that will. I hope, lead the 
administration to speed up the 
investigation and extradition 
process. 

Comparing the merits of the 
Sheinbein case - he's accused of a 
grisly murder - to those involving

Ms. Darshan-Leitner 
knows full well that there must be 
an overriding local interest in 
order to deny extradition in a crim¬ 
inal case. 

Israel's law protecting its citi¬ 
zens from extradition was 
designed to protect its citizens 
from prosecution abroad because 
they were either Jews or Israelis. 
The charges against Mr. Sheinbein 
have no relationship to the fact 
that he is Jewish or a citizen of 
Israel. 

The price for playing tit-for-tat 
when it comes to the extradition 
of alleged common murderers 
and terrorists is too expensive and 
not .worthy of a democratic

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Awaiting justice 


Dry Bones 
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T he alacrity with which our 
investigative and judicial 
authorities questioned and 
charged Yisrael Bondak with 
broadcasting incitement on a 
Jerusalem radio station is to be 
welcomed. But this efficiency 
makes one wonder, three-and-a- 
half years after the assassination 
of Yitzhak Rabin, when agent 
provocateur Avishai Raviv will 
finally be brought to justice. 


which was introduced on televi¬ 
sion in a fraudulent, set-up broad¬ 
cast, and most seriously, who pro¬ 
voked and encouraged Yigal Amn¬ 
io shoot Rabin. 

There is incontrovertible evi¬ 
dence to this effect, hidden for 
three years in the files of the 
Shamgar Commission and the 
Israel Police. 

People in the government may 
argue that Raviv’s handlers had no 
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Legal action against Avishai Rayiv is 
probably being delayed because it would 
expose the collusion between the GSS and 
State Attorney’s Office in the handling of

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Israelis have short memories. 
Raviv did not represent only him¬ 
self, as Bondak did, and (fid not 
act, as Bondak did, in a privately 
owned framework. Raviv was get¬ 
ting a government salary as an 
agent for the General Security 
Service, which considered him a 
success story. 

In testimony before the S hamg ar 
Commission that investigated the 
Rabin assassination, Raviv’s han¬ 
dlers recalled with pride how 
“they bad succeeded in getting 
him into groups that are difficult 
to infiltrate," namely, groups on 
the extreme Right It was a fact 
that he knew assassin Yigal Amir 
well. 

What has been kept secret by the 
law-enforcement authorities - the 
attorney-general, the state attor¬ 
ney, and the GSS - is how Raviv 
turned from a secret agent into an 
agent provocateur. An agent who 
incited to violence, who organized 
impressionable youths into a “vio¬ 
lent right-wing organization," 


way of knowing in advance about 
all the provocative things their 
agent might do. 

But there no doubt is evidence in 
Raviv’s file indicating rhat at least 
some of tbe provocations had 
advance approval, not just from 
his handlers in tbe GSS but from 
the State Attorney’s Office, 
approval that later led to die clos¬ 
ing of criminal investigations 
against Raviv. The stopid-to-the- 
point-of-criminal explanation for 
this collusion was that “it was the 
only way for him to penetrate the 
groups on the extreme Right” 
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THE execution of judgment 
against Avishai Raviv is therefore 
the only way. not only to punish 
him, but to shine some much- 
needed light on this darkest of cor¬ 
ners, in which the security and 
law-enforcement authorities met 
to operate this agent provocateur. 

After all, we are talking about 
the most serious lapse of the GSS 
under Carmi Gillon, which ulti¬ 


mately ended in tbe murder of die 
prime minister. 

One could assume that Raviv’s 
trial is being delayed - even as the. 
handling of Bondak’s case is 
being expedited - for reasons 
other than just the agreements 
between Rayiv and the GSS. It is 
being held up because it would 
expose the responsibility of vari¬ 
ous people in both die GSS and 
the State Attorney’s Office for the 
cavalier handling of Raviv. 

Current GSS head Ami Ayalon 
has made progress in cleaning out 
(he stables there, which were foil of 
all kinds of refuse since die days of 
the Bus 300 incident. But the pro¬ 
tection still being accorded to Raviv. 
and his handlers raises serious ques¬ 
tions about how successful Ayalon. 
has been at the disinfecting process. 

This issue is of utmost importance, 
given the unending incitement 


against Prime Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu, in foe spirit of Ah won 
LipJdn-Shahak’s comment that 
“Netanyahu is a danger tothe state. 

This type of awful incitement is 
going on around the clock by 
power-hungry politicians, who get 
the foir cooperation of most of the 

media. Such iixritement could lead 

to violence or even to murder, 
even thou gh that is not anyone’s 
intention. 

One cannot recall aich incitement 

other than in the historical tune 
campaigns of Labor and the Left; 
against Ze’ev Jabotinsky after the 
murder of Ariosoreff (“Vladimir 
Hitler") against Menachem Begin 
(“the fascist’"), and against Anel 
Sharon (“the murderer"). 

The GSS needs agents in the 
right places, but not provocateurs. 
There are enough of those in 
Labor and the Left. 
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What price religious 


T orn by an election process 
that is especially acrimo¬ 
nious and disruptive, 
Israelis could use some spiritual 
respite. It would be a great bless¬ 
ing if the 29th International 
Convention of the World Union of 
Progressive Judaism - which 
opened Tuesday on its beautiful 
Jerusalem campus - could provide 
us with this. 

But, alas, our Reform Jewish 
brethren seem intent on getting 
involved in Israel’s political mess, 
determined to further inflame a 
process already suffering from too 
much sectoral ism. 

It is not only arguments about 
war and peace that raise the tem¬ 
perature of Israeli political dis¬ 
course to fever pitch. Life here is 
extremely tense. Most Israelis, tal¬ 
ented and hardworking, find it 
most difficult to make a living, 
because of tbe country's extreme¬ 
ly statist, centralized, and there¬ 
fore grossly inefficient economy. 

The state systems providing 
healthcare, education and police 
protection at great cost, barely 
function. And Israelis, of course, 
live in a constant state of siege. 

All these should explain to our 
guests why nerves here are so badly 
frayed It seems so unfair for them 
to add, unnecessarily it seems, 
more intractable problems and then 
threaten to withdraw their generous 
and loving support - which is so 
vital, if not monetarily, then certain¬ 
ly politically and morally - unless 
we solve them right away. 

Unfortunately, conflicts 'over 
religious pluralism have deep his¬ 
torical roots in our community, 
and they cannot be resolved in 
haste or with belligerence. It also 
has intractable political ramifica-

enlightenment US and European 
Jewry could respond to modernity 
by developing neo-Orthodox, 
Conservative and Reform move¬ 
ments. Religious pluralism came 
about gradually, naturally, out of 
individual choice and over time. 

Not so in Palestine. Turkish law, 
which still prevailed in religious 
matters even in mandatory times, 
organized religion by communities. 
It granted them state sanction as 
organized groups, not as individuals. 
So religion was involved with foe 
state and with politics from early on, 
creating strong precedents, interests 
and dependencies that will not be 
simple to change or overcome. 

Then came the milicandy anti- 
religious socialists who dominated 
Jewish life in Palestine. They 
opened a bitter cultural and eco¬ 
nomic war against religious com¬ 
munities, first those of foe Yishuv 
and later the observant Jews from 
Arab countries. They put strong 


' against the'militant secularism that 
smashed their social : stroctore and 
caused them enormous social and 
economic problems. 

Religion has, furthermore, 
become involved with politics, as 
the two major political blocs found 
it profitable to purchase the sup¬ 
port of religious parties to help 
gain political control. The. 
Orthodox community, like the kib¬ 
butzim. for example, were finally, 
corrupted by government handouts 
that created a culture of dependen¬ 
cy. However, the Orthodox were 
singled out Tor blame, even though 
they were playing foe same politi¬ 
cal game as everyone else. 

It is all one unholy mess, and tbe 
Reform and the Conservative 
movements have unfortunately 
stepped right into it, like so many 
bulls in a china shop. Anyone who 
considers with care the extremely 
difficult life in Israel, the brittle- 
nature of the consensus that holds 


us together, must acknowledge 
that Israel can til afford to have 
more fuel thrown on the cultural 
fire.

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The View From the East 
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From 


A s a man, I don't feel quali¬ 
fied to speak on the issue of 
Palestinian women. But 
because International Women’s 
Day this week has served to focus 
on women's issues, I decided to 
use my column to give several 
women the opportunity to express 
themselves on matters that con¬ 
cern .them. 

Like me. Rawi’a’ Shawiva, the’ 
outspoken member of the 
Palestinian Legislative Council, 
doesn’t like the idea of one day a 
yea- sei aside for women, just like 
she doesn't like the idea of one day 
a year being devoted to democra¬ 
cy. (The PLC, which was inaugu¬ 
rated four years ago on March 7, 
declared this day “Democracy 
Day" and organized seminars and 
lectures throughout Palestine deal¬ 
ing with the issue of democracy.), 
Shawwa doesn't consider her¬ 
self a women’s activist 
*T am active on issaes of sock 
ety,“ she told me by phone from 
her Gaza home. She feels that for 
society to move forward a marked 
change in the economic situation 
facing women is needed. 

“In Gaza, women snffcrbecanse : 


of the economic situation," she 
said. “While Gazan men can go 
abroad or work in Israel, women 
are left at home and suffer greatly 
as a result’’ 

To get out of this predicament, 
Shawwa believes there is need for 
social change. 

“We need to work on raising the 
level of social awareness, so that 
women will not shy away from 
work." 

Huda Immam, who is working 
in a Palestinian vocational trai ning 
center, lays part of foe blame on 
people involved in the various 
nongovernmental organizations. 

“The gender issue must be dealt 
with internally; as the saying goes, 
‘charity begins at home.”* 

Immam says that many institu¬ 
tions that preach gender are them¬ 
selves disc riminatin g by giving 
■ key jobs^p men. 

v',.*!We most.stop thinki ng that 
“"having women secretaries and 
support staff is being gender cor¬ 
rect Women should be involved in 
policy-making jobs and not just 
token work." 

Benaz Someri-Batrawi, head of 
- adult programming at Al Quds 
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Educational Television, feels that 
women’s organizations are wast¬ 
ing their time by targeting 
women. 


’They must target decision mak¬ 
ers, who in our society are still 
men. At best, these organizations 
should target men and women 
together. Otherwise what we will 
have is relatively conscious and 
educated city women, but in foe 
rural areas, in which foe majority 
of women still live, women wiU 
continue to suffer." 

Attorney Hanan Bakri from foe 
Women’s Center for Legal Aid 
and Counseling feels that the situ¬ 
ation of wonien in rural areas 
needs a lot of legal attention. - 
“Our criminal laws are from the 
Napoleon's days and they are very 
lenient with regard to violence 
against women. We hear horrible 
stories of women in-the villages 
being attacked and sometimes - 
kilJed Tor the sake of honor.’” ' 
Bakri wants the Palestinian leg¬ 
islature to move to pass much 
tougher laws against crimes of 
passion, so that this : will deter vio? 
lence against women. 

Bakri also warns a law to give 


women 10 weeks of maternity 
leave instead of tire present 45 
days, and is especially passionate 
about a minimum age for mar¬ 
riage. : . - J 

. “There .is.. no. religious reason 
why the age should not be 18, 
■wfochuwffi .be'-in concert with the 
Mandatory Education Law" she 
said, explaining, that if girls can’t 
many before 18, they have a better 
chance of finishing school. 

She would also would like to see 
laws restricting arbitrary divorce. 

Education for girls was also 
highlighted at a conference held 
under the auspices of £uba Arafat, 
who heads the Higher Council for 
ChQdhood and Motherhood. .

On. closer look, however, 
|P£aux’s pedigree may seem 
*^akin to the equivalent of 
"1g the title of champion 
t ^ Dcer in Alaska, or best fig¬ 
ure skater in the whole of the 
Sahara. 

“The jazz community where I 
come from is very small" admits 
•~M&|iiiroux, who performs tonight 
>• a*kjr jKjjhiorrow at the Tel Aviv 
“You don’t hear much 
jaifcz mTrinidad at all.” 

And. when it comes, to competi¬ 
tion in his chosen field, 
Molineaux has all of one other 
established player to contend with 
-■' Denmark-based steel dr ummer 
Rudy -Smith. There are a few 
Q&er.:- steel-drum musicians 
anapn^ but they don't really play 
jazz." Molineaux adds. 

But none of this should detract 
from the scale of the man’s 
achievements in pioneering the 
steeT-'drum as a jazz instrument, 
and infringing it to the attention 
afv/jjfdly receptive andiences in 
pdacas-ns geographically and cul¬ 
turally disparate as Los Angeles, 
Finland, Trinidad and Japan. 

Growing op in the West Indies, 
Where, the prevailing musical 
menu;', was almost exclusively 
Ibc^.raJypso. surely it wasn't 
'easy.-finding the kind of jazz 
sounds the young Molineaux 
yearned for. But he did get some¬ 
thing of a head start from his older 
brother. Horace, wbo was already 
a .jazz-musician, and a leading 
hgbt of the local jazz community. 

. •They'd hold meetings in our 
. house, and I’d listen to all my 
brother’s jazz records - anything I 
could lay my hands on," . 
Molineaux recalls. The only 
source of outside jazz stimuli at 
the fime was provided by a “very 
swialHbcal jazz radio station" and 
the/jazz played by the station of 
the- neiarby US Army military 
base. 

Wasn't ii Frustrating being a 
young, aspiring jazz musician in 
, ihe Caribbean? “I just loved it I 
} didn’t jheally care how popular it 
waft" be says. “Mind you. I didn’t 
"get much work." be laughs, 
adding that he also played a lot of 
“commercial stuff" - reggae and 
calypso in order to pay the bills. 
"You have to do that sometimes, 
yo.u .know" be observes philo¬ 
sophically. 

-DESPITE the complete absence 
of forerunners in the art of jazz 
steel-drum playing, Molineaux 
says he was influenced by a wide 
range of musicians. 

“1 grew up listening to all the 
greats - pianists like George 
Shearing and Bill Evans, and 
[saxophonist] John Coltrane — but 
1 really had to create my own 


style.” 

And, when it comes to the steel 
pans, forgiog a style is not simply 
a matter of mastering steel percus¬ 
sion and searching for new ways 
to play it One of the unique fea¬ 
tures of this particular instrument 
is that each drum is made- by a 
. specific craftsman, or pan tuner, 
who builds each individual steel 
drum with its own sequence of 
notes. As a result, each player can 
generate sound based on his per¬ 
sonal concept of harmonic struc¬ 
ture. 

Since its invention in Trinidad 
in the 1940s, the steel drum has 
been identified with Caribbean 
music and, as Molineaux 
explains: “people like the roman¬ 
tic sound of the steel drum. But 
there was the possibility of being 
either a spontaneous or a conven¬ 
tional player, and I chose to try to 
arouse interest - an intellectual 
interest — in the instrument by 
using it for jazz." 

But the steel drum is surely not 
an instrument one would normal¬ 
ly associate with jazz. Molineaux 
rejects this suggestion outright: 
“The drum is a very chromatic 
instrument - all the notes are there 
- so I don’t see any reason why 
you shouldn't play jazz on iL" 

He points out that, as the steel 
drum is not an inherently coherent 
instrument, the player is left to 
make up his own rules. Molineaux 
explains that the piano, for exam¬ 
ple, involves a great deal of finger 
interplay and chromatics which 
help the pianist to perform and to 
create the notes, “and there are 
plenty of other pianists whose 
styles you can follow" 

But the steel drum has no estab¬ 
lished patterns of operation. 
Doesn’t this make steel-drum 
playing that much more difficult? 
“Yes," concurs Molineaux. “but 
that’s the most interesting thing 
about iL” 

HAVING already migrated from 
his oative Trinidad to the Vugin 
Islands at the age of 30, 
Molineaux decided to upgrade his 
market potential by moving to 
Florida in the early '70s.. 

If he had any illusions about the 
promise of the US, he was soon 
brought down to earth with a rude 
bump. *1 was playing a new 
instrument, jazz isn’t really a 
popular form of music, and didn’t 
even have a market to play to - 
that was rough." Still. Molineaux 
set to his formidable task and was 
soon playing his steel drums at a 
motley variety of venues all over 
the country, and also began 
recording with established stars 
on the American jazz circuiL 
Bassist- Jaco Pas tori us and 
Jamaican-born pianist Monty 
Alexander were among the first to 
welcome Molineaux into the 
local jazz community and today 
the list of leading jazz players 
With whom he has collaborated 
almost reads like a Who’s Who of 
the cream of the global jazz com¬ 
munity.

the steel drum was confined 
exclusively to the Caribbean and 
to West Indian communities dot¬ 
ted around the western world, 
musical synergies with the likes 
of Dizzy Gillespie, Pastorius, 

Herbie Hancock, Art Blakey and 
Joe Zawinul represent no mean 
feaL 

But it hasn't been roses all the 
way, and one of the most difficult 
decisions Molineaux encountered 
in malting the transition from the 
piano to the steel pans was to give 
up the former and devote himself 
entirely to the art of steel percus¬ 
sion. 

“Yes, it was a great sacrifice," 
he recalls. “At the time, I thought 
that to do what I wanted to do 
with the instrument I had to 
devote myself to it entirely.” 

However, his championing of the 
jazz steel drum has left its mark 
on the music-loving public, as 
well as on professional practi¬ 
tioners of jazz. 

“Now, the steel drum is well 
established," says Molineaux. 

“But back when 1 was trying to 
create a market for iL it seemed 
like such a humongous task." He 
even admits that he contemplated 
giving up the steel drums at one 
time. 

Thankfully, he stuck to his 
drums. 

Several decades and over 20 
albums later, Molineaux maintains 
a sober attitude toward the plau-

K Jy took one glance a Edward 
ton, snipped down to swea¬ 
ts and sneakers, playing pick¬ 
up basketball at Venice Beach, to 
make it obvious that American 
History X would be no ordinary 
movie. It wasn’t the star’s shaved 
head that grabbed your attention. 

It was the tattoos. His chest was 
decorated with a Nazi swastika, his 
shoulder with an Iron Cross. His 
biceps bulged with a Nazi war eagle. 
On his forearm was the inscription: 
“White Power.” On his back was 
“DOC,” short for Disciples of Christ, 
an Aryan white-supremacy group. As 
Norton dribbled the ball down court, 
you noticed something else - his 
team was all white, the opposing 
team all black. 

Racial taunts echoed back and 
forth as director Tony Kaye filmed 
the players jockeying for position 
under die basket This wasn't just a 
game of basketball. It's a battle for 
turf. After Norton wins the game 
with an easy layup, he made his atti¬ 
tude clear. “Get off my (expletive) 
court!" he told the opposing team. 
'“This is my house!” 

Dining a break in filming, Kaye 
struggled to explain the point of this 
particular scene. Finally, a simple 
answer comes to mind: “It’s about 
hate," he said. “Hate and anger." 

In Hollywood, controversy is often 
nothing more than a marketing tooL 
But American History X, opening 
here tonighL has emerged as one of 
the hot-topic films of the year, 
though not for the reasons New Line 
Cinema had intended when it began 
shooting the film early last year. 

Written by 30-year-old screen¬ 
writer David McKenna, American 
History X had all the makings of a 
must-see movie that would inspire 
the sort of stormy op-ed page debate 
enjoyed by such films as JFK and 
The People is. Larry Flvnt. Raw and 
inflammatory, h cast Norton as a vir¬ 
ulent white supremacist imprisoned 
for killing two black youths who 
tried to steal his truck. When be 
emerges from prison, he's a changed 
man. But can Norton stop his hate- 
filled younger brother, who’s already 
writing worshipful accounts of Mein 
Kampf for his history class, from fol¬ 
lowing in his footsteps? 

The film is anything but politically 
correct. Its dialogue is laced with 
profanity directed ar blacks, immi¬ 
grants and Jews. It features a graphic 
scene in which a Norton-led skin¬ 


head posse trashes a Korean-owned 
food markeL Many viewers will no 
doubt be disturbed by Nonon's racist 
character, who. even before he has a 
change of heart, is easily the most 
charismatic character in the film. 

BUT when the film was released last 
October, its impact was undermined 
by an ugly, veiy public spitting 
match between New Line and Kaye, 
a conceptual artist turned TV com¬ 
mercial director who bas been as 
angry and unpredictable as any of the 
characters in his movie. 

There were arguments on and off 
the set as well as bitter rewrite and 
editing battles, which culminated in 
two edited versions of the film, one 
Kaye’s, the other Norton's. New 
Line test-screened a version of the 
movie that incorporated many of the 
changes made by Norton. 

The screening went so well that 
New Line Productions President 
Mike De Lucaand New Line Cinema 
Chairman Bob Shaye had a meeting 
with Kaye where they tried to per¬ 
suade him to let New Line release the 
film in its current form. That was the 
moment when events began io spiral 
out of control. Incensed, Kaye threat¬ 
ened to take his name off die film. 

Wounded by what he saw as a New 
Line betrayal. Kaye began a series of 
increasingly bizarre and combative 
actions that eventually destroyed any 
possibility of an amicable solution. 

First came the now-legendary 
Hollywood trade ads. which quoted 
everyone from John Lennon to 
Paianjali, the Indian founder of yoga. 
Some of the ads were clearly 
designed to shame New Line, includ¬ 
ing one that quoted Edmund Burke 
as saying: “All that is necessary for 
tire forces of evil to win in the world 
is for enough good men to do noth¬ 
ing.'' Kaye lost his battle to have his 
name removed from the film’s cred¬ 
its - he had suggested 'Humpty 
Dumpty at one point - but realized 
that his vexing behavior earned him 
little sympathy in bonora-line-orient- 
ed Hollywood. where he was viewed 
more as a kooky publicity seeker 
than an imperiled artisL 

“People think I'm mad." he said at 
the lime. “But outsiders like me are 
always seen as being crazy. It's only 
after we're dead that people finally 
say. ‘You know, he actually made a 
lot of sense.' “ 

In the event Kaye has been vindi¬ 
cated. sort of. Norton has a Best 
Actor nomination in next week's 
Oscars. (Los Angeles Times) 
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Poet Ronny Someck moves to 
that different drummer 
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rle used to ask me where 
want to go in life, and I 
would answer, ‘when 1 get 
back. I’ll know where I’ve been.’" 

Ronny Someck will have lots of 
stories to tell when he “gets back" 
from this metaphorical journey. 

His work has been translated into 
20 languages: he has created 
exhibits with visual artists, written 
children's books, and in 1989 won 
the Prime Minister's Prize. Most 
recently, a CD he created with the 
American avant-garde "’multi- 
instrumentalist" musician Elliot 
Sharp, entitled Revenge of the 
Stuttering Child, was chosen by 
Wire magazine as the disc of the 
year. 

“When you publish a poem, 
everybody sees it in relation to his 
own history: but the hope is that 
they will also see something more 
universal," he says. 

Poets observe and bring the mean¬ 
ing of events to the observers; they 
reveal something about the world 
that the observer couldn’t have oth¬ 
erwise articulated, with words that 
come together in almost a "magical" 
way, Someck says. 

Combining his poetry with 
Sharp’s music was a natural step 
which has - judging from their over¬ 
flowing venues in the last few weeks 
- landed him no small measure of 
success. 

Someck pays tribute to the five 
musicians who have influenced him 
the most 

1. Effiot Sharp 

“Sharp's music is like a boxing 
glove. It has die tough leather of the 
gjove. but it doesn't neglect the soft 
underside. Sometimes I feel that he 
writes his notes not on a sheet of 
paper, but on a sheet of glass: he 
loves the narrow space between the 
beauty of the glass, and ability of the 
same glass to draw bkxxL..." 

2. (Xn Koltbom 

"She is the vocal line to my child¬ 
hood. My grandfather would take 
me every morning to the coffee 
shop, and on the great phonograph, 
we heard only her. Her voice drew 
pictures in my mind of jungles 
where one is easily trapped, and 
must wait in fear to be devoured by 
the lion’s great teeth. 

“Om Kolihom was at that time the 
‘voice of the enemy,' the singer of 



Abdel Nasser. My parents listened to 
her anyway: they believed that music 
has no passport: they believed that 
her voice shouldn't have borders. 

“Today. I listen to her both for nos¬ 
talgia. and because I am starting to 
know all the trees in the jungle of her 
voice." 

3. Henry Rollins 

"Rollins is a poet and a singer. He 
is a musician who isn’t scared to 
smell the trash ear. On one hand, it’s 
hard to dance the tango to his music. 
On the other hand, it is easy to dance 
the tango to his music on the condi¬ 
tion that you imagine the floor as a 
floor of fire." 

4. Eric Clapton 

“At age 16,1 had no words under 
the listing ’guitar' in my private rock 
’n’ roll dictionary. There was a pic¬ 
ture of Eric Clapton's guitar. Clapton 
proved that the guitar is a locomo¬ 
tive, to which everyone can hitch his 
own private car of associations. TBs 
guitar carries e\frything. 

5. Yair Dalai 

“When 1 hear Yair Dalai. I feel that 
there is no need to look for my roots, 
because I've never lost them. Dalai’s 
tools arc planted very firmly in 
Eastern ground. He ranks with the 
great Iraqi players and manages to 
leave his distinct impression on each 
note. 

“His music is like steps in tire 
desert sands. The land knows to 
gauge who is treading on it with a 
harsh step and who treads with a lov¬ 
ing gaiL Dalai’s footsteps are tread 
with love.” - DahGa ScheindSn 

After Hours returns next week.

M y croissants are flaky. My 
jam gels. My pot roast is 
tender. But despite 
numerous attempts. I just could 
never make fried chicken that sat¬ 
isfied me. My chicken was either 
soggy and overcooked or crispy- 
brown and raw at the bone. 

What was 1 missing'.' Turns nut. 

I wasn't listening to the chicken. 

"Let the chicken talk to you." 
says Damon Lee Fowler, author of 
Fried Chicken: The World's Best 
Recipes Fmm Memphis to Milan, 
From Buffalo to Bangkok 
(Broadway. S151. 

You can flour the chicken, batter 
it, deep-fry it, pan-fry it, stand 
over it, cover it. But if you don’t 
hear a sizzle you're in trouble. 

It sounds silly at first, but it 
makes sense. Many recipes will 
tell you how long to cook the 
chicken. In time you will learn by 
listening: When the chicken is 
cooked through, the sizzle sound 
will start to lessen. That's the 
moment to take it out. 

The sizzle is the steam hitting 
the fat The steam is produced 
when moisture in the chicken 
reacts to the heat. 

You want to take out the chicken 
before all the moisture is gone. 

The hot fat gives you a crisp 
crust. Removing the chicken 
while it’s still sizzling assures an 
almost-greaseless crust outside 
and moist chicken inside. In a 
word - perfect. 

So now i knew about the sizzle, 
but I still had a host of other ques¬ 
tions. Did the chicken need to be 
deep-fried or would pan-frying 
do? How should I bread the 
chicken pieces'? 

Did I need a special pan'? What 
kind of fat? 

TO have sizzle, you must have hot 
fat. So you should choose a fat that 

has a high smoking point - you 
need a high temperature to get a 
crisp crust. Southern recipes tradi¬ 
tionally use lard, but many now 
call for peanut oil or vegetable 
shortening. 

Fowler recommends against 
vegetable shortening - it has a 
lower smoking point than most 
vegetable oils. Chicken cooked in 
shortening will end up being 
cooked at lower temperatures, 
which means more fat absorption 
and greasier chicken. 

Fowler suggests using peanut 
oil. and it worked wonderfully. 
Peanut oil has a high smoking 
point and will withstand the high 
heat. In addition, it doesn’t 
impart any unwanted flavor to 
the chicken. 

Keep in mind that you will 
have to closely monitor the tem¬ 
perature of whatever fat you use. 
So a reliable candy/deep-fat ther¬ 
mometer in your frying pan is 
essential. 

Also, adding the cold chicken 
pieces _ lowers the temperature of 
the fat in the pan. so it pays to 
keep the thermometer in the fat 
and periodically check it. Adjust 
the heat under the pan up or down 
as needed. 

But whatever fat you choose, 
don't try to save it for another day. 
"Once you've used the fat. it’s 
contaminated with protein and 


sugar that cause overbrowning." 
explains Curriher. And over- 
bmw-nins is what prompts you to 
pull the chicken out of the fat 
before it's cooked through. 

FAST-FOOD restaurants often 
deep-fry their chicken and it 
tastes great, but most home 
recipes call for frying in a shal¬ 
low pan. 

"People are afraid to deep-fry at 
home." says John Martin Taylor, 
author of The Fearless Frying 
Cookl'ook (Workman. ! l »u7». "But 
it’s easy. All you need is a deep 
poL a thermometer and clean oil." 
A pot filled with enough oil to 
completely cover the chicken 
pieces should be deep enough so 
that the oil never fills the pot more 
chan halfway. 

Or you may choose a deep-fat 
fryer - a special pot made just for 
frying. Because it runs on a ther- 
mostaL you won’t need to moni¬ 
tor it as closely - the pot will 
keep the oil at whatever tempera¬ 
ture you set. 

Whether cooked in a deep pot 
or a special fryer, deep-fried 
chicken will get crisper than pan¬ 
fried and will stay crisp longer. 
For picnic chicken, it's the way 
to go. 

But for eating the chicken hot at 
home. Taylor likes to pan-fry. He 
covers the pan for the first 10 min¬ 
utes of the cooking time. "It's a bit 
greasier than deep-frying, but the 
chicken is delicious (his way." 1 
tried it. and even though I found it 
extremely scary to cover a pan 
filled with hot fat. 1 loved the 
results. The chicken was very 
moisL 

Any good-quality deep pot will 
work for deep-frying, but pan-fry¬ 
ing is different. People swear bv 
cast-iron pans. 

They lake a long time to heat up 
and conversely, a long time to cool 
down. This means that the fat will 
stay at a more-constant tempera¬ 
ture in cast iron than in conven¬ 
tional aluminum or stainless-steel 
pans. And when you're frying, 
even temperatures are exactly 
wlial you wanL 

THERE are dozens of fried-chick¬ 
en variations, but the basic recipe 
involves simply washing and dry¬ 
ing the chicken pieces then coat¬ 
ing them with seasoned flour. And 
the chicken is pretty good this 
way. especially deep-fried. The 
skin gets crisp and the meat inside 
is moisL It’s also fast, easy and not 
very messy. 

Just heat the fat and carefully, 
using tongs, pul the floured chick¬ 
en pieces into the fat. Tongs are 
essential: Use them to move the 
chicken in and out of the fat. 

If you're used to fast-food chick¬ 
en. you'll probably prefer more 
crust. You can use a batter to coat 
the chicken, which, as Fowler 
points out. “was considered the 
nicest and most elegant breading 
for fried chicken in the South for 
many years." 

I preferred soaking and dredging, 
to using a batter. The batter pro¬ 
duced a coating that I thought 
might be belter on onion rings, but 
it's a matter of personal prefer¬ 
ence. 

In fact, apart from the basics of 
cooking Iried chicken - coal the 


chicken, keep the fat hot and don't 
cook past the sizzling point - the 
rest is up to you. Cooks have their 
own little tricks. Cracker crumbs, 
crushed cornflakes and chopped 
nuts can all be used instead of sea¬ 
soned flour. 

Various spices can be added to 
the Hour. And that’s only the 
beginning. Chicken is fried many 
different ways around the world. 

Like all cooking, it's about 
experience - trying and trying 
again. Anderson has burned her- 
selt out of lot* of foods bv reding 
and retesting recipes, but fried 
chicken isn't one of them. “It’s the 
one food I just can’t get enough 
of.” And hard as it to believe, you 
really will leam to listen to the 
chicken. 

Additional Tips: 

- Have a wire cooling rack set 
over a rimmed baking pan ready. 
As you take the chicken pieces out 
of the faL place them on the rack. 
Any excess oil will drain away 
from the chicken and onto the bak¬ 
ing pan. 

- If you are cooking the chicken 
in batches, keep the Finished 
pieces warm in a low 1 100* or less) 
oven. 

- To reheat fried chicken, heat 
clean oil to 190’. Carefully lower 
the pieces into the oil, frying them 
until just warmed through, one or 
two minutes. 

- Whether fry ing or refrying, be 
careful: The fat is very hoL Do not 
leave it unattended. Wear long 
sleeves. And move the chicken 
gently in and out of the fat. Never 
use your hands. Always use long- 
handled longs. 

REAL SOUTHERN DEEP- 
FRIED CHICKEN 

Fm not about in say how many 
people one little chicken will feed, 
hut it you fry only one, you 'll not 
have leftover*. 

I frying chicken cut into 8-10 
pieces, with skin 

Oil for deep-frying 

I cup flour 

1 tsp. salt 

I isp. freshly ground black pepper

Wash the chicken with cold 
water, drain it well and pat it com¬ 
pletely dry. Put enough oil in a 
large heavy pot to totally cover the 
chicken pieces (they should float 
in the Fat). Place the pot over 
medium-high heat, and heat it to 
190 C. Place a wire rack on a bak¬ 
ing sheet and set it aside. 

Combine the flour, salt, black 
pepper and cayenne in a heavy 
paper bag and shake to mix. Add 
the chicken pieces 1 at a time, 
shaking to coat. 

When the fat reaches 190. use 
tongs to lower the chicken into the 
fat I piece at a time. Do not crowd 
the pou and keep the temperature 
steady. 

Fry the chicken, turning the 
pieces, if necessary, so they brown 
evenly, until it .is golden brown 
and Lender, about 20 mins, 
(depending on the size of the 
pieces). As they are done, transfer 
the chicken pieces to the wire 
rack. Use a slotted spoon or a wire 
mesh strainer to remove any debris 
from the fat: then continue frying 


the rest of the chicken. 

Serve hot. warm or at room tem- 
perature.

SOUTHERN BATTER- 
FRIED CHICKEN 

This recipe is from Fried 
Chicken: The World’s Best 
Recipes From Memphis to Milan, 
From Buffalo to Bangkok by 
Damon Lee Fowler . Batter-fried 
chicken is not as common as it 
used to be in the South, but it was 
once considered the most elegant 
way of frying a chicken. 

Traditionally, this chicken is 
pan-fried, but I find is easier to 
deep-fry batter-coaled food. 

1 cup flour 
1 tsp. baking powder 
1 tsp. salt, plus additional for 
soaking chicken 
ground white pepper to taste 
freshly grated nutmeg to taste 
1 large egg 
IJi cups water 

1 small frying chicken, skinned 
and cut up for frying 
peanut or other oil, for frying 

Sift the flour, baking powder, 1 
tsp. salt, several liberal grindings 
of white pepper and a few gener¬ 
ous gratings of nutmeg into a mix¬ 
ing bowl. In a separate bowl, beat 
the egg until it is foamy, then beat 
in the water. Make a well in the 
center of the flour mixture and 
pour in the egg-waier mixture. 
Gradually whisk the flour into the 
liquid until it forms a smooth bat¬ 
ter. Cover and refrigerate for at 
least 30 mins. 

Wash the chicken under cold 
running water and put it in a 
large "glass or stainless-steel 
bowl. Add a very small handful 
of salt and enough cold water to 
cover the chicken completely. 
Toss until the salt is dissolved 
and then set aside to soak for 30 
mins. 

Preheat the oven to about 90*. 
Fit a wire cooling rack over a 
cookie shecL Fill a Dutch oven or 
deep-fat fryer with enough oil to 
come halfway up the sides of the 
pan. 

Over medium-high heat, bring 
the fat to 190“ (hoTbut not smok¬ 
ing). Meanwhile, drain the chick¬ 
en and pat it dry. Lightly stir the 
batter. 

Add the chicken to the batter, 
coating it completely. 

Beginning with the dark-meat 
pieces, lift the chicken out I piece 
at a time, letting the excess batter 
flow back into die bowl. Then slip 
the batter-covered pieces into the 
fat. 

Repeat until the pot is full but 
not crowded. Fry until lightly 
browned and well sealed about 5 
mins. 

Reduce the heat. Fry the chick¬ 
en, turning only once, until it is 
cooked through and golden brown, 
about 20 mins. longer. 

Lift the chicken from the faL let¬ 
ting the fat drain from it complete¬ 
ly. and transfer it to the wire rack. 
If you are frying a second batch, 
place the cooked chicken in the 
warm oven until all of the chicken 
is fried. Serve hot or at room tem¬ 
perature.

least halfway around the lake. 
There are. however, pictures of me 
beside my bike, pushing it up a 
hill, and posing at Capernaum. 

Though I did not make it around 
the lake in its entirety, the trail I 
managed to cover was scenic and 
interesting - a very enjoyable ride. 

OUR first stop after leaving 
Tiberias and heading clockwise 
around the lake was Tabgha. Here 
the Church of the Primacy of Sr. 
Peter marks the spot where Jesus 
made Peter the “Shepherd of his 
People." 

The church is built around a rock 
said to be the table of a feast 


described in the gospel of John in 
the New Testament. 

The story goe- dial Peier led the 
apostles on a fishing trip ju-t off¬ 
shore from Tabgha. A man - w ho 
they later found out was Jesus - 
shouted to them to throw their nets 
over the starboard. 

As soon as the nets hit the water, 
a school of fish swam in. When 
Peter got to shore, he found Jesus 
preparing a meal for the 12 apos¬ 
tles. 

The site, just off the main high¬ 
way surrounding the lake, is well 
kept: entrance to the church is 
free. 

We spent about 15 minutes look¬ 
ing around before a swarm of 
tourists descended from their lour 
bus. Back on our bikes, we rode 
two km. to Capernaum for another 
site-seeing stop. 

Capernaum. Kfar Nahum in 
Hebrew, is said to he the birthplace 
of Peter. The ruins of a 5ih-ccntur. 
octagonal church cu-.or the 'ite. 
believed to be where Peter's house 
once stood. This site is unique 
because it is the only place where a 
church and synagogue «u«hhJ side 
by side: considering the tension 
between Jews and Christians under 
Byzantine rule, their proximity 
seems remarkable. 

The church served as a meeting 
place for believers during 
Christianity's formative years. 
One hundred and thirty-one 
inscriptions in Greek. Aramaic. 
Syrian, and Latin, many including 
Jesus's name, have been discov¬ 
ered in the plaster. The church is 
the only building in Kfar Nahum 
found with a mosaic floor, a frag¬ 
ment of which is on display. 

In the 7th century, the town was 
apparently abandoned and the site 
forgotten until the Franciscans 
bought the land in the late l a th 
century. They excavated and 
restored the synagogue and the 
church: recently they built the

nit •Jem m/iagnnai church over the 
site of Si. Peter's house. 

Capernaum, a live-minute ride 
off the main mad. is situated amid 
beautifully manicured gardens. 
M-idc f i liiCx-, is required, and 
there is an entrance fee. 

There• are actually four major 
Christian sites in this area. The 
other two. which we did not check 
out. are the Mount of Beatitudes 
and the Church of the 
Multiplication of the Loaves and 
Fishes, where Jesus is said to have 
given his Sermon on the Mount. 
Today a church marks the site. The 
Church of the Multiplication 
boasts a mosaic relating how Jesus 
fed 5.fH.nj pilgrims with only five 
loaves and two small fish 
t Matthew 15:29-30). 

WHILE an experienced cyclist 
would surely xhrug indifferently at 
rhe inclines along the highway, my 
shins and knees did much more 
than that. The ride, while mostly 


flat, has ascents and descents tthe 
latter great fun to ride duwni. 

By Dugit Beach, the first of 
many beaches lining the eastern 
shoreline, my knees started to 
buckle. We stopped at a gas sta¬ 
tion/kiosk for lunch and a rest. 

Realizing 1 was not going to 
make it back to Tiberias, we split 
up. My brother. Richard, and our 
friend’ Seiji, set out at a faster 
pace to finish the circle of the 
Kinneret. My future sister-in-law. 
Marlane. and I slowed down and 
hiked to JCibbutz Ein Gev. where 
we had planned to take the ferry- 
back to Tiberias. 

Unfortunately, w-e missed it. 
While in the summer ferries make 
a regular run between the kibbutz 
and Tiberias, winter service is 
irregular, usually limited to large 
groups. 

WE could have called the hostel 
to come and get us. since all the 
hostels that rent bikes - which is 


most of them - also offer to pick 
up stranded cyclists tthe going 
rate for a pickup being NIS h0). 
But we opted to wail for my 
brother, and rode into Kibbutz 
Ein Gc*. 

The kibbutz, situated between 
the Golan Heights and the eastern 
shores of Lake Kinneret. has a 
famous fish restaurant and sailing 
club. We picked a nice grassy spot 
overlooking the water and col¬ 
lapsed for about an hour. 

During the drrie back to 
Tiberias, the sun was setting over 
the water, and the Golan Heights 
were a bright shade of red. 
Although my body was aching, the 
day had been an exciting adven¬ 
ture. one I wouldn't have'missed.

SunGard Data Systems of the US has pur¬ 
chased Herzliya-based software group 
Oshap Technologies in a share-swap deal 
worth an estimated S210 million, it was 
announced yesterday. 

SunGard, a specialist in computer service 
and application software with sales of SI. 16 
billion in 1998, paid S 15.50 per Oshap share, 
a premium of nearly 50 percent on the com¬ 
pany's traded figure of $1050 per share. 

SunGard has also offered to acquire the 
minority interests in Oshap‘s two principal 
holdings. Mint Technologies (984 owned 
by Oshap) and Decalog NV (77% owned by 
Oshap). 

As part of the deal, SunGard will acquire 
control of Oshaps 1.7m. shares (18.4%) in 
Tecnoraatix Technologies, making it a signif¬ 
icant investor in the company, which provides 


computer-aided production engineering 
tools. Tecnomatix, which is traded on NAS¬ 
DAQ. was founded by the present chairman 
of the board, Shlomo Dovrat, who is also 
president and CEO of Oshap. and the son of 
veteran financier Aaron Dovrat of the recent¬ 
ly split Dovrat-Shrem investment house. 

In 1997 Oshap saw revenues of SI9.4m.. 
which includes the sales of all its subsidiaries. 
Results for 1998 have yet to be released. 

SunGard's greatest interest in this deal 
revolves around Mint and Decalog. both of 
which are undergoing rapid growth and 
complement the US company's business. 

Mint, which sells to top-tier commercial 
banks, brokerages, and regulatory bodies, 
provides software solutions for enterprise 
application integration. Its products, which 
include Mint Message Broker. Rule 
Manager, and Knowledge Manager, help 
financial institutions with information flow'. 


The company's business partners include 
BEA Systems. IBM. Sun. Hewlett Packard. 
Compaq. Microsoft and Nippon Steel. 

Boston-based Decalog provides portfolio 
management and decision-support applica¬ 
tions for asset managers. It has a strong 
client base in Europe, which will comple¬ 
ment the sale of SunGard's products in the 
US and Britain. 

. “Mint will further enhance SunGard's posi¬ 
tion as a technology provider to the financial 
services industry.” said James L. Mann, 
chairman and CEO of SunGard. “Enterprise 
application integration is the major technolo¬ 
gy issue facing financial institutions today as 
mergers, rationalizations and globalization 
continue to require rapid change in the way 
businesses process information. 

“Decalog will strengthen SunGard's lead¬ 
ership position in software solutions for 
asset management.” 


Dovrat said that SunGard’s global market 
presence, operational experience, and sig¬ 
nificant resources will help promote future 
growth at Mint and Decalog. 

“After exploring various strategic alterna¬ 
tives over the last few months, we deter¬ 
mined that the combination with SunGard 
represents by far the best value for our 
shareholders. The transaction will create 
significant shareholder value," he said. 

Dovrat added that he will continue in his 
role as chairman of the board at Tecnomatix. 

Because of restrictions, SunGard cannot 
initially sell its shares in Tecnomatix, which 
operates outside SunGard's area of interest. 

Mann said dial SunGard has no plans to 
increase its holding in the company, which 
two days ago announced a major deal with 
US software giant Parametric Technology 
Corporation, and intends to be nothing more 
than a supportive shareholder. 


BNP in $38b. hostile bid 
for newly merged SocGen-Paribas

PARIS (Bloomberg) - Societe 
Generate SA and Paribas SA, 
which just last month agreed to 
meige, were forced yesterday to 
hire investment banks to help repel 
a $38 billion hostile takeover bid 
from Banque Nationale de Paris 
SA. 

France’s No. 3 bank Tuesday 
night made a surprise offer to buy 
Societe Generale and Paribas - 
which announced a $15 billion 
merger last month - through a 
share swap that would create the 
world’s largest bank, with $1 tril¬ 
lion of assets. Paribas retained 
Rothschild & Cie. and SocGen was 
to choose a banker by the end of the 
day yesterday, said two people 
familiar with the situation. 

The hostile offer, the largest ever 
in European banking, and the first 
since Credito Italiano SpA's bid for 
Credito Romagnolo SpA in 1994, 
may spark a wave of consolidation 
in the French banking industry, 
which for years stagnated under 

j, government intervention and low 
profitability, say investors. • 

“This entire industry is going to 
be shaken up and reshuffled," said 
Michael Levy, a money manager at 
Bankers Trust Funds Management 
in New York. 

BNP offered 15 of its shares for 
seven Societe Generale shares, a 
value of 165.87 euros per share, or 
a premium of 14 percent above 
Tuesday’s closing share price. The 
bank is also offering II of its shares 
for eight Paribas shares. That val¬ 
ues Paribas at 106.43 euros, 24% 
above its Tuesday dose. 

Rebuffed in attempts to buy a 
controlling stake of Credit 
Lyonnais SA and left out when 
SocGen and Paribas agreed to 
merge last month, the bid is make- 
or-break for BNP. 

“BNP knows it would have 
missed out on getting Credit 
Lyonnais - it has to make an 
acquisition.” said Alain Tchibozo, 
banking analyst at CPR Finances. 
He said BNP's move might even 

v spark an offer for the Paris-based 
bank by a foreign institution such 
as ABN Amro NV or Deutsche 
Bank AG. 

SocGen's acquisition of Paribas 
left BNP looking vulnerable. In 
response, EfNP said ir was willing 
to enter into a partnership with 
Credit Lyonnais, the French state- 
owned bank to be sold before July.

Banks 9 capital adequacy 
floor raised to 9 % 


The Bank of Israel yesterday 
raised commercial banks' capital 
adequacy requirements to 9 per¬ 
cent from 8 percent, effective 
immediately. 

“This increase in minimum cap¬ 
ital is needed in light of increased 
banking and financial risk... 
against the background of the pos¬ 
sible impact of volatile world 
financial markets, including for¬ 
eign currency markets,” the central 
bank said in a statement 

It quoted Supervisor of Banks 
Yiuhak Tal as saying the banking 
system is “absolutely stable” but 
that banks are vulnerable to global 
volatility because of their foreign 
currency lending. 

The central hank said in January 
forex lending by Israeli banks 
reached a record high of 38.3 per¬ 
cent of total lending at the end of 
1998, or S29.8 billion. 

The borrowing remains a source 
of concern because many borrow¬ 
ers are not adequately hedged. 


Banking sources said that when 
the central bank first announced 
plans to raise capital .adequacy 
requirements last month, the move 
was aimed principally at Bank 
Hapoalim. whose capital adequa¬ 
cy ratio fell to 8.4% after it made a 
special one-time dividend of NIS 
lb. in the third quarter. 

The payout was made after the 
bank's acquisition by the Ted 
Arison Group. Analysts said the 
increase in capital adequacy was 
apparently made to discourage 
further payouts by Hapoalim or 
other privatized banks. 

Elsewhere in the banking indus¬ 
try only Bank Leumi and First 
International Bank would have 
met the new capital adequacy 
floors at the end of the third quar¬ 
ter. the last period for which banks 
have reported. 

Israel Discount Bank’s ratio was 
8.2% and Mizrahi Bank's was 
8.3%.

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Study: IEC inefficiency 
costs NIS 1.8b. annually

Inefficiency in the Israel Electric 
Corporation (IEC) results in an 
annual overall loss to the economy 
of NIS 1.85 billion, according to a 
study published this week by the 
Jerusalem-based Institute for 
Advanced Strategic and Political 
Studies. 

The report quotes Prof. Daniel 
Tchimensky, who headed a com¬ 
mittee to examine the electricity 
monopoly, as saying the state- 
owned company employs 3.000 
more workers than necessary. 

The main reason for the compa¬ 
ny's inefficiency is that most of its 
profits go toward paying excessive 
salaries, leading to a situation 


whereby wages add up to some 24 
percent of the company's rev¬ 
enues. according to Yossi 
Borochov, the report's author. 

While the average cost per 
worker in Israel is $2,938, the cost 
per average worker at the IEC is 1 
$7,678. 160% higher than the reg¬ 
ular monthly cost of an industrial 
worker ($4,792). 

The report further says that the 
high salaries are even less justi¬ 
fied, given that clerks and semi¬ 
skilled workers comprise 73% of 
the company's labor force. 

In addition, the company's pen¬ 
sioners receive extensive benefits. 
The report claims that a department 
head can advance to the position of 
section head and improve his bene¬ 


fits while he is a pensioner. 

According to the report, cover¬ 
ing the company’s pension liabili¬ 
ty is expected to cost taxpayers 
some $167m. a year. 

Moreover, company workers get 
free electricity at a an estimated 
annual cost of at least $8 Jim. 

The report also states that IEC 
workers are less efficient than their 
counterparts in similar electricity 
companies abroad. The IEC work¬ 
er produces an average of 2.65m. 
kwh compared with 4.45 in 
Belgium, 3.98 in Holland, and 
2.86 in Denmark. 

A spokesman for the IEC said 
that die company had not yet 
received the report and therefore 
could not comment on it.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


SHARES 

TEL AVIV 

Stocks fell' led by Super-Sol, 
which reported fourth-quarter 
profit, dropped 27 percent as the 
economy posted its slowest annu¬ 
al rate of growth in a decade. 

The Maof fell 0.33*3- to 341.24 
after losing 0.51 % Tuesday. 

Super-Sol fell 3.97% to 10.16 
NIS. Israel’s largest supermarket 
chain said fourth-quarter net 
income dropped 27%. as sales 
fell at individual stores open at 
least a year and expenses rose 
because of a new supply center. 
Profit fell to NIS 26.3 million, or 
NIS 0.12 a share, from an infla¬ 
tion-adjusted NIS 36.1 million, 
or NIS 0.17. Six analysts sur¬ 
veyed by Bloomberg expected 
earnings per share of NIS 0.13. 
The report also hurt retail com¬ 
petitor Blue Square Chain 
Investments and Properties, 
which fell 3.02% to 51.40. 

Koor Industries fell 1.9% to 
NTS 414. Israel’s biggest holding 
company reported it had received 
court approval to combine sub¬ 
sidiary Tadiran Telecom, with 
ECI Telecom Ltd., in which Koor 
holds a 25% stake. 

Dor Energy rose 2.62% to NIS 
12.52. The fuel distributor said it 
doubled profit last year from 
1997. Net income for 1998 was 
NIS 25.1m.. or NIS 2.! I a share, 
compared with earnings of NIS 
12.34 million, or NIS 1.47 a 
share, in the same period a year 
earlier. Revenue was NIS 1.79 
billion, compared with NIS 
2.17b. 

EUROPE 

Britain’s FTSE 100 index suf¬ 
fered a directionless post-budget 
session yesterday, overshadowed 
by worries of increasing anti¬ 
competitive scrutiny in certain 


sectors and weighed down by 

declining telecommunications 
stocks. 

A dfifty early performance on 
Wall Street failed to provide any 
clear lead, and only some sharp 
gains in the heavyweight banking 
sector prevented a net loss in the 
FTSE 100. 

The index - which has strug¬ 
gled to make progress after hit¬ 
ting a record high of 6-319.8 late 
last month - closed up just 3.8 
points or 0.06% at 6,241.5. with 
dec liners in a narrow five to four 
majority over gainers. 

The Dow was up some 18 
points at the London market's 
close, while UK equity trading 
volume reached just over one bil¬ 
lion shares by that time. 

‘The FTSE is up near unchart¬ 
ed territory and doesn't seem at 
the moment to have a lot of impe¬ 
tus to take it higher" said a 
senior equity salesman at one 
brokerage. “People who want to 
buy the market probably want to 
do so a bit lower down.” 

British Telecom and other tele¬ 
com stocks were among the 
biggest negative influences on 
the FTSE 100. unsettled by pro¬ 
posals from regulator Oftel that 
could lead to cuts in the cost of 
Internet calls. 

ASIA 

Japan's benchmark stock index 
rose to its highest in seven 
months, paced by Sony Corp.. as 
investors bet moves by compa¬ 
nies to reorganize their opera¬ 
tions will improve competitive¬ 
ness and profits. 

The Nikkei 225 average rose 
383.30, or 2.5%. to 15.480.00. its 
highest since August 10. Sony, 
the world's second-largest con¬ 
sumer electronics company, 
rounded off its biggest six-day 
gain in 10 years as investors 
cheered plans, announced yester¬ 


day. to cut a tenth of its work¬ 
force and buy out three units. 
Other electronics companies rose 
on hopes they will benefit from 
similar moves, falling interest 
rates and a weaker yen. 

.In other markets. Hong Kong’s 
Hang Seng Index rose 2.1%. led 
by HSBC Holdings Pic on expec¬ 
tations it could be involved in a 
fresh round of European bank 
mergers. Singapore’s Straits 
Times Index rose 2.0% as devel¬ 
opers may gain from a change in 
accounting rules. Australia’s AH 
Ordinaries index rose 0.4% as 
Telstra Corp. gained on hopes it 
will beat analyst estimates in its 
earnings report today. 

Sony soared 8.3% to 11,850 
yen accounting for a quarter of 
the Nikkei’s gains. Its 36% six- 
day gain was the biggest since 
July 29, 1988. The maker of tbe 
best-selling PlayStation video 
game and the Wega flat-screen 
television plans to scale down its 
global production. 

WALL STREET 

The Dow Jones industrial aver¬ 
age racked up its fourth record 
close of the year yesterday, 
thanks to gains in oil and banking 
stocks. 

The Dow ended up 79.08 
points, or 0.82 percent, at 

9.772.84, putting the index of 30- 
blue chip stocks within less than 
230 points of the 10.000 mile¬ 
stone. 

In the broader market, advanc¬ 
ing issues led declines by a small 
margin on active volume of 836 
million shares on the New York 
Stock Exchange. 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 
stock index also set a new high, 
rising 7 points, or 0.5%. to 

1.286.84. The technology-laced 
Nasdaq composite index was up 
13.06 points, or 0.5%, at 
2.406.00. 
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Analysts said the market would 
have struggled to keep its head 
up without the support from the 
oils and banks. 

“It’s just a di/fectionless mixed 
market as investors await more 
information about interest rates 
and corporate profits,” said Tony 
Dwyer, chief market strategist at 
Ladenburg Thalmann. 

Wall Street was bracing for 
corporate earnings warnings 
ahead of the first-quarter report¬ 
ing season, which officially starts 
on April 15. 

Among the oil stocks, Dow 
components Chevron Corp- rose 
3-5/16 to 83-1/3 and Exxon 
Corp. gained 3-4/16 to 73-3/16 
after crude oil jumped 84 cents a 
barrel on news that major Gulf 
Arab producers agreed to make 
additional production cut in an 
effort to mop up a global supply 
glut. (Reuters) 

CURRENCIES 

The shekel gained another 
0.45% against the dollar with the 
representative rate for the US 
currency set at NIS 4.013, thus 
echoing the US currency's loss of 


altitude in trading against the yen 
and the euro. 

The shekel has already recov¬ 
ered more than 9% since it fell to 
an all-time-low of NIS 4.354 per 
dollar last October. 

The dollar fell for a fourth day 
against the yen and a third day in 
four against the enro on specula¬ 
tion benign US inflation will 
keep interest rates on hold in 
coming months. - 

"Fear of an imminent rate hike, 
which had brought short-term 
buying in the dollar, has been 
phased but for die time being,” 
said Karl Halligan, chief trader at 
CIC Bank New York, ’ 

Traders buy dollars when they 
expect a rate rise because higher 
rates boost the money-market 
return on dollar deposits. 

The US currency fell as low as 
119.88 yen in European trading, 
a one-week low, from 121.17 yen 
late Tuesday in New York. It was 
at 120.20 in morning trading. 
The dollar slipped to its lowest 
level against the euro this month 
and was at S 1.0943 from 
SI .0881. 

Also damping demand' for dol¬ 
lars is concern Japanese 
exporters are bringing home 
profits from abroad to improve 
earnings before the fiscal year- 
end on March 31, traders said. 

US interest-rate futures con¬ 
tracts that settle in June show 
investors anticipate three-month 
money market rates of 5.07% by 
mid-year. That is close enough to 
current 5.0% rates to suggest 
there is -little expectation the 
Federal Reserve will raise rates 
by mid-year. 

The futures yield is down 16 
basis points in the past week, six 
of which came yesterday after 
Fed Chairman Alan Greenspan 
said there are “no obvious signs” 
of inflation accelerating even as 
the world's largest economy 


thrives. 

“Comments from Greenspan 
quashed some of the inflation 
fears that have built np," said 
Henry Hunt, who helps oversee 6 
billion pounds (510 billion) as a 
director at. Foreign & Colonial 
Investment Management in 
London. "__

METALS 

Gold drifted quietly in 
European trade on Wednesday 
after dollar weakness subdued 
business in Asia, but dealers said 
the metal had settled into a high¬ 
er range. 

London gold fixed quickly at 
$291.50 a troy ounce in the 
morning, down from Tuesday 
afternoon’s $292.95. 

Spot gold was last at 
$291.80/$292.20, up slightly 
from Tuesday’s New York'dose 
at $291.70/$292.20. The metal 
set new 11-week highs in Tate 
European business on Tuesday at 
$294.00, but twice failed to 
breach that level. 

“We sense that gold may be in 
a new $5.00 range... .with good 
technical support at $290.00 and 
resistance at $295.00,” Standard 
Bank said in a market report 
posted on its webpage. 

ENERGY 

Crude oil for April delivery was 
28 cents higher at $14.13 a barrel 
on tbe New York Mercantile 
Exchange after a report that 
Saudi Arabia said the 
Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries will agree to 
a new round of oil production 
cuts before an OPEC meeting 
March 23. Agence France-Presse 
quoted Saudi Oil Minister Ali 
Naimi as saying that producers 
outside OPEC would be involved 
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in the cuts as well. The comment 
came ahead of a meeting of Arab 
oil min isters in Saudi Arabia, 
AFP said. Gains conid be 
restrained by concern about high¬ 
er supplies, after the American 
Petroleum Institute late yester¬ 
day reported a greater-thun¬ 
expected rise ia. inventories of 
4.7 million barrels.

Decline in Euro’s value disappoints currency’s boosters 


WASHINGTON - When the 
euro was launched on the first of 
the year, it was billed as an imme¬ 
diate challenger to the worldwide 
prowess of the US dollar. 
---Instead, it has taken an embar¬ 
rassing beating, falling more than 
8 percent against the dollar. 

In the midst of the euphoria - 
some called it “europhoria" - of 
the launch, the predictions of 
many European economists and 
public officials raised expectations 
that the new currency would 
demonstrate its .strength immedi¬ 
ately rather than over a long peri¬ 
od of time. 

That was particularly risky, 
since during most of 1997 and 
1998 the dollar was strong against 
the individual currencies of the 11 
European nations now using the 
euro: Austria, Belgium. Finland, 
France, Germany. Ireland. Italy. 
Luxembourg, the Netherlands, 
Portugal and Spain. 


The euro began life worth SI. 17. 
By last week, at a value of 1.08 to 
the dollar, the euro was only 
slightly above the low point of the 
individual currencies against the 
dollar over the past decade, before 
inching slightly higher to 1.094 to 
the doflar. 

No official comparison can be 
made because the euro did not 
exist before the beginning of this 
year. However, the European 
Central Bank (ECB» has com¬ 
bined the individual currencies 
using the weights they have in the 
euro and created an artificial histo¬ 
ry for the new currency. 

The history shows substantial 
fluctuations, with the euro reach¬ 
ing a high of $1.40 and a low of 
just under $1.05 in mid-1989. 
when the Berlin Wall came down. 

The reasons for the euro's 
decline have to do with both the 
American and European 
economies. The outlook for US 


economic growth has improved 
while that of Europe, particularly 
Germany, the continent's largest 
economy, has turned increasingly 
sour. 

Partially as a result, investors 
attracted by the prospect of higher 
returns on stocks and bonds: have 
been buying-dollars, not euros; 

The differences in growth are 
startling. In the fourth quarter of 
last year the LIS gross domestic 
product grew at an inflation- 
adjusted annual rate of 6.1%. 
According to economists at 
Morgan Guaranty Trust Co., 
growth for Euroland, as the group 
of euro-using countries is now 
called, declined at a 0.5% rate 
while Germany’s economic 
growth dropped at a 1.8% pace. 

Meanwhile, many investors and 
analysts swung from expecting the 
Federal Reserve to reduce short¬ 
term interest rates in the US to bet¬ 
ting the Fed would have to raise 
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them to keej> inflation under : con- 
trol. . ’ 

In Europe, .the spreading slow¬ 
down raised expectations that the 
ECB would lower rates. Rising 
rates tend to strengthen currencies, 
while dropping rates tend to have 
the reverse effect. 

Somewhat surprisingly, in view 
of the pride in the euro’s birth, its 
slide seems to have troubled few 
observers. None of the leaders of 
the principal participating coun¬ 
tries has bad much to say about the 
decline, and Europe's monetary 
authorities appear unperturbed. 

The ECB council, the central 
bank's top policymaking group, 
met last Thursday and left the euro 


zone’s base interest rate 
unchanged. At a news conference 
afterward, ECB president Wira 
Duisenberg said tbe decline of the 
euro so far does not worry him. 

Tm not concerned with the 
level that the euro has currently 
reached.” be'Tsaid: T hive already 
put it against tlje ba^grwiiid of 
the levels of tbe [German] mark 
during last year, and it’s not so 
much the level that is of some con¬ 
cern. If tbe [downward] movement 
were to continue, there could be 
cause for concern. 

“We think it is predominately 
the strength of the dollar rather 
than the weakness of the euro 
which determines the picture. 
And, of course, the interest rate 
differentials may also have some¬ 
thing to do with that,” 

As an example of those differen¬ 
tials, yields on 10-year US govern¬ 
ment bonds Friday were 5.27% 
compared with 4.03% on similar 


German bonds. 

Some analysts believe the ECB 
council is not troubled by die 
euro's decline because it makes 
exports from Euro Land cheaper for 
buyers in.die US = §nd_odier coun- 
a fr^i^case'm'eYptffls 
couJSTiotster growtheven without 
an interest .rate cut ,1 '. *’!. 

“It’s almost as if they are invit¬ 
ing everyone to self their curren¬ 
cy,” an analyst said after 
Duisenberg spoke. “The ECB 
doesn't want to cut rates' and 
undermine its credibility as an 
inflation-fighter, so it is prepared 
to see the euro fall. It suits every¬ 
body and it’s driven by economic 
fundamentals” ' 

Another element in the euro sit¬ 
uation is the growing stress among 
policymakers as the European 
economic slowdown threatens to 
undermine tbe promises of bene 1 
fits that would come along with 
the advent of tbe single' currency. 


To meet the previously agreed- 
upon criteria for joining the mone¬ 
tary union, each of die nations had 
to reduce its government budget 
deficit to 3% ofGDP or less. 

In the view of many economists, 
that dose of fiscal stringency is 
partially responsible for slower 
growth; and some politicians want 
the ECB to cut rates to spur feaer 
growth. Oskar Lafontaine,' finance 
minister in the new. Social 
Democratic government in 
Germany, has been outspoken in 
urging a cut in rates. 

At . the news conference, 
Duisenberg said the ECB was 
striving to keep confidence in the 
euro high. In an obvious reference 
to Lafontaine, he added, “We 
would certainly hope that not only 
the ECB, but also that politicians 
would. help , us to’the maximum 
extent possible in supporting this 
confidence-building process.”

TUCSON (AP) - Comparisons 
between the current Arizona 
Wildcats and the team that won 
the 1997 NCAA championship 
suggest this year’s team has a lot 
to prove.

Two years ago Arizona won the 
title as a No. 4 seed with Mike 
Bibby, Miles Simon and Michael 
Dickerson leading the way.

Cup semifinal against holders 
Arsenal next month. 

Yorke, who scored both goals 
when United beat Inter Milan 2-0 in 
the first leg of their European Cup 
quarter-final last Wednesday, scored 
one in each half of this quarter-final 
replay to take his tally for the season 
to 26. 

The sides had battled to a 0-0 draw 
at Old Trafford on Sunday, but Yorke 
needed only four minutes to break 
the deadlock when he volleyed 
home from close range after Chelsea 
failed to clearu David Beckhamiree 


kick. 

His second in the 59th minute 
, came after fellow striker Andy Cole 
dispossessed French defender 
Marcel Desailly. leaving Yorke to 
strike a looping shot over Chelsea 
keeper Ed de Goey. 

United knocked Chelsea out of the 
Cup at Stamford Bridge last season 
when they beat them 5-3 in a third 
round de, and have now beaten them 
four times in the Cup in die last six 
seasons. 

The win keeps United, top of the 
premier league, on course for their 
third Cup and League double of the 
1990s. 

But they face a severe test against 
Arsenal, who have double ambitions 


of their own when they meet in the 
semifinal at Villa Park on April II.
